nie and witneſſe thereof . After which grrat exploptes, 
pour Highnes gaue commandement that the Chꝛiſtian doc⸗ 
trine of the Bꝛotherhod of the company of Jelus ſhould be 
there inſtructed € taught them, of the which pour Bighneſſe 
bath had fo ſpeciall a care like a moſt godlpe and Chꝛiſtian 
Paince, that not onely pou were the firſt that commaunded 
the ſame to be bꝛought from Rome, fo2 that they might bee 
the better inſtructed in all their Bingdomes, but alfo doeth 
maintaine Hyon pour obne charges in this holy companpe 
the multitudes that doeth daylye ſubmit themſelues to the 
ſame. As we doe fe in the lumptuous Colledge of Coim- 
bro, where to ennoble and augment the honoꝛ of pour kings 
domes, vou haue erected and founded an Uniuerſitie:where, 
with the charges that is daylye done there, and with pour 
_ftountenaunce together, it is hoped, that the ſame map be ac⸗ 
counted amongſt the floꝛiſhing Uniuerſities of all Europe: 
whereas there is maintained allo vpon pour charges manye 
Colledges of the oder of pore begging Friers, and others 
of like pꝛofeſlion, foꝛ like as the refoꝛmation that was there 
made was profitable to them all: fo he commaunded, that 
there ſhould be many Diuines fo2 to declare the Euangely⸗ 
call lab, which pour Bighnes is not onely at this charges 
with religious men, but allo wilh tempozall men⸗ fo2 as 
there is many of pour lubiects that doth defend p fate Ke⸗ 
publike oꝛ Common welth, and doth inlarge the fame with 
their armour, ſo ther are others that doth beaukikie the ſame 
with learning. Thele heroycall bertues of your Highneſſe 


being fo well knowen bnto me, foxfonmeh ae this Wake, 


beſides others that J haue made, bath fome talk oꝛ kindꝛed 
of learning, doth intaurage me the moze to let them forth, 
fo2 that as J fay, there map remaine a perpetusll memorve 
of fo notable actes as ſo manp Gentlemen and Unights ol 
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The Prologue tothe 


the Portingales pour ſubiects hath done, the which hath bee 
nefifed me very much, my being in the Indias, where J tras 


uapled with my Father, who by pour Highnes commaun⸗ 


Dement was ſent thether to ſerue as a Judge. And fo? that 


J ſpent all my youth in learning, and gaue my ſelfe greatly 
in reading ol auncient Hiſtozies, and hauing ſeene and read 
à great part thereof, did then immediately pꝛocure to knolv 
and with all diligence did my beit indeauour to vnderſtand 
what had bene done in the Diſcouerie of the Indias, and in 
the Conqueſt of the ſame, by the Portingales, with the ine 
tent as aloꝛeſapde, which was fo make the fame knowen, 
and common to all men: by meanes whereol, and thꝛough 
the inſtructions ol ſundꝛy Gentlemen and Captaines, mas 
ny things came to my knowledge, by ſuch perſons as were 
then and there pꝛeſerit, as well in the counſaple fo2 the pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion fo2 that which ſhould be done, as allo in the executi⸗ 
on thereat, and otherwiſe by many letters and pamphlets, 
the which were weitten by men of great tredite, and lpke⸗ 
wile examined as ſufficient witneſles fo2 better crevite of 
the woꝛke. Mozeouer, 3 did not onely vle this dilpgence in 
the Indias, but after my comming to Portingale didde the 
ipke . Foꝛ as thoſe matters the which J meant to waite 
of, were many and of ſundꝛ ye oꝛders, fo it was necedarpe 
fo enkoꝛme my felfe of the fame by manpe: and belide that

ſhoulde ſende by thoſe Jewes a declaration, and true re⸗ 
poste what they had ſeene, and had intelligence of: And 
mozecuer that they choulde pꝛocure to attcine to the ee

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ef Presbiter Ioan, and allo ſheſwe and in ſoꝛme what the 
toulde ronterning Ormuſe to Raby Abraham fo2 that her 
had {woe by his lawe neuer to retourne to Portingales 
vnlelle bee firſt fate the ſame: Uppon receipte of Which 
letters and meffage,Pedio de Couillian his purpoſe of ree 
tourning to Portingale was then faved: And therefore he 
foꝛthwith diſpatched Ioſeph with letters to the King, his 
Woꝛdr and Paiſter, wherein her related and fully declared 
in euery reſpect what bee had feene in the Indlas, and of So- 
fala: and lpkewiſe hee tent the Carde in which all the 
Townes names were put dobone, that he had ſeene: In⸗ 
foꝛming allo the Ring Don Ioan . that the Emperdur ot 
Acthiopia is hee ws is ſuppoſed to bee p Fresbiter loan: 
But J am of opinion, that in Portingale remaineth this 
name of Emperour of Aethiopia, foꝛ that in his kingdom 
her is not called by the name of preſter Ioan, as J will 
hereafter declare: WMhen Ioſeph was departed, pedro de 
Couillian, with Raby Abraham, went towards Ormuſe, 
and thence to the ſkraights of the red lea, and hauing ſhewo⸗ 
ed to the fame Raby thoſe places and ſcituation therof, be- 
dro Couillian then ſent him to Portingale, with letters fo 
the king, impoꝛting what be ſhewed him, and how that hes 
himſelle was determined to make his vopage to Presbiter 
Joan, and after this purſuing that his intent actoꝛdinglye, 
he came to the pꝛeſence of p Emperour, that then ther reig⸗ 
ned and gouerned, whole name was Alexander, of Whome 
The king her was verve well reteiued, and when bee had pꝛeſented 
of Portin vnto him the letters of the king Don Ioan, he accepted 
gales let · the fame berpe topfully, in that they came from a Chꝛilti⸗ 
ters deli- an Pꝛinte fo Favre diſtaunt from his Countrie: Bowbeit 
A ie „ be gaue to the lame little credite, and pet neuerkhelelſe he 
rour off gaue onto Pedro de Couilltan,great honcur and giffsiand 
Acthiopia When bes was in a readpneſſe to departe thente, and expec⸗ 
ted liſence for the fame, which hes had reqquelled, and ſhould 
haue berne graunted him, the Emperour then decealed:al⸗ 
ter Whome lucccded in the Empire another named Nahu, 
her coulde not by him be Ipcentea to depark thence neither 
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pet of his forme Dauid „ who was Emperdur alſo, and 


ſucceeded Nahu: fo that Pedro de Couillian, remapned in 
that Countrie, and neuer after returned into portingale, 
neyther pet the Ring Don Ioan euer hearde 02 vnderikode 
moe of him, and therefore ſuppoſed him to be dead. One⸗ 
lp there remaineth the infozmation of his trauailes, which 


hes had lette downe and witten in the letters which the 


Jebes carryed: After this came to Liſhborne à Frier out 
of the Countrie of Presbiter Ioan, to whome the king ſhew⸗ 
ed great curteſte, and vpon whole repoꝛte, and great relati⸗ 
on made of that countrie, the king then determined to pꝛo⸗ 
cede in, and follow the diſcouering of the Indias by Sea, 
and therefoze hee commaunded two little Shippes to ber 
made, committing the charge of that pꝛeparation, and aps 
pointing fo2 ouerſer oꝛ ſurueiour of the Timber then cut 
fo2 that purpolſe, one Ioan de Braganca his ſeruaunt boꝛne 
in the wodes, in a village called Daluor, and was bought 
to Liſhborne fo the houſe of the Myna, in the peare ol our 
Id afboufande foure hundꝛed nintie flue, the flue and 
twentie dave of October in the fame peare: and alterward 
did ſuccerde in that Kingdame, the moſt high king of gloꝛi⸗ 
ous memoꝛpe Don Manuel, by whome allo it appeared 
that he was there elected by diuine pꝛouidence fo2 dilcouery 
of thole Countries and Pꝛouinces, whereby the Chꝛiſtian 
faith is ſo greatly increaſed and inlarged, x the ropall boufe 


of Portingale fo mightely honoured, and the ſubiectes ol the 
lame ſo plenteouſip enriched .

@ How King Don Manuel the firſt of that name, 
prepared after the deceaſe of King Don Ioan, to 
diſcouer the Indias by one Vaſco de la Gama , 
and by other Captaines, and howe they departed 
from Lyfhborne, 
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Ene king Don Ioan beeing dead, Don 


a= 1 Manuel then lucceded him, in whome ap⸗ 
n dbesared a higher fomacke, ard moze valv⸗ 

8 auntneſle ol minde(fo2 atteining of things 
impꝛegnable € making triall, and erecuting 
— matters that paſſed common capatitie of 
man, and aboue the retch of natural knowledge) then was 
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in Alexander the greate. Don Manuel now rome to the 


cro wone, and earneſtly minded e bent to pꝛoſecute that which 
his pꝛedeteſſour Don Ioan had begun, foꝛ diſcouering of the 


Indias, and being therein greatly kurthered by (uch matter, 


der, and intelligente, as he kound, and were left by the late 
king for Pauigation to thoſe farre countries: he then come 
maͤunded that Fernan Lorenfo, Trealurer of the honſe of 
the Myna, ſhauld cauſe to be made and pꝛepared of the tim⸗ 
ber which was bought in king Johns time, two ihippesy 
wherevnko after they were finithed, he gaue the names, t 
the one, the Angel Gabrieh being of an hundꝛed and twen⸗ 
tie tunne: and to the other Saint Raphael, ſhippe of one 
hundꝛed tunne. And to goe in the companie of theſe ſhips, 
the Ring then bought ofa Pilot that was bozne in Lagus, 


called Berrio, Caruell of fiftie tunne, which had and bare 


the lelle name of the Hilot Poꝛeouer he bought a ſhip of 
two hundꝛed tunne, of one Ayres Correa. Theſe Shippes 


thus made readie and pꝛepared, and the king then being in 


Monte mayor the new, with his frit wife the Duane, Do- 
na abel, in the peare a thouſand foure hundꝛeth nintie {ee 
uen, he then gaue the chiefe Captaine thivpe of this boyage 
vnto the Indias ta Vaſco de la Gama his ſeruaunt, who als 
fo before was ſeruaunt to Don Ioan, & boone in the towne 
of Synis, a harbour tolone in the fields of Dorricke . The 
fame was a man experimented in matters of the Sea, and 


of Pauigation, wherein he had done to this kingdome great 


ſeruice. And foꝛalmuch as he was a man of greate courage 
and valure, and therekoꝛe very apt and likely to atteine and 
atchieue the end, was by the king deũred, the king then ac⸗ 
toꝛdingly in preléee of many noble perlonages, to his wi 

Pę⸗ꝛaiſe, 


of the Eaſt lidians, : 


pꝛaiſe, and no lefle incouragement, commaunded him, when 
he gaue him the charge of that iourney, ear nell iy allo regui⸗ 
ring him, to aunſwere and fatilfic the evpectation and credit 
he had conceiued of him and repofed in him, which ik he did, 
he would then very largely reward that his indeauour, and 
trauell, and fo liberallp deale towardes him, as he ſhoulde 
finde himſelte (atiffien fo2 that his dilligence and ſeruice im⸗ 
ploped: and foz ſome pꝛoie of thoſe pꝛincelp and louing 
ſpeaches, he then beganne to make perkoꝛmaunco of parte 
thereof, at that verpe inſtant, giuing him an Encom- 
menda, with monep to put himlelfe in a readineſſe for that 
voiage: And fo2 to goe with him, the king allo diſpatched 
one Paulo de la Gama, bꝛother to the Captaine Generall, 
and one Nicholas Coello, both of them the kings leruants, 
and men merte and apt for Whatſoeuer matter of enterpꝛile 
oꝛ cauſe of valiauntnelſſe: Bo2couer he appointed one Bar- 
tholome Dyas, to gos with them in a Caruell to the My- 
na: And for that in the ſhips of warre, futficient victualls 
for the people in the ſame, could not be carried furlher then 
to à place called Saint Blaze, where they mut of courſe 
take in kreſh water, the king gaue commaundement that the 
ſhigpe of Ayres Correa ſhould goe loaden with bictuals vn⸗ 
to that place in the companie of the Ilert, and there to take 
out the lame, and then to burne the ſaid Ship . The Cap⸗ 
faine Generall thus inkoꝛmed, and diſpatched, departed with 
the other Captaines krom the Rings court, towardes Liſb- 
borne, where the ſhips being in a readinelle, he imbarked bts Ane nun 
companie, being one hundꝛed foꝛtie and eight per ſons „in ber of per 
the eight dap of Julpe, in the peare of our Loꝛde God, a voyage . 
thouland foure hundꝛed nintie and leauen. At which imbar⸗

faines with their people fo imbarked, and by the multitude 


and companie then pꝛelent, commended to God and god fo2s 


tune, they forth with made laile and departed: The Captaine 


Generall Wen in the Ship called Saint Gabriel, hauing 
Pilot for h lame, one Pedro de Alanquer, which was Pilot 
with Bertholome Dyas, when he went to diſcouer p riuer 
called El ryo del yofante: The bother of the CTaptaine ge⸗ 
nerall, went in the chip called S. Raphael; Nicholas Coel- 
10 went in the Caruell Berrio, x one Gonfalo Gomes , fers 
vannt fo the Captaine g generall, went fo2 Captaine of the 
ſhip that carried kheir victuals. Thus being let loꝛ ward and 

under faile , 5 Captatne generall commaunded, that if b 

any happe tobatfoener, they ſhould bes ſeuered and lofe 
each other, they ſhuld euery one make, and keepe, their rote 
n2 courſe to Cabo Verde, where they would iopne them⸗ 
ſelues together againe. And fo following their voiage, they 
came within eight paves after fo the light of the Jlandes 
of the Canaries , from whente going ouer againſt the Ri⸗ 
uer called Ryo de Oro, the night did growe fo Darke, and 
ſuch great tempeſt and ſtoꝛme rofe as they loſt each other, 
and therefore they retourned their courfe towardes Cabo 
Verde, and Paulo de la Gama, Nicholas Coello, Bartholo- 
me Dyas, and Gonſalo Gomes, hauing met, and after eight 
Dates failing together, they came to ſight of their Captaine 
Generall, vpon the wedneldape in the Euening, and lalu⸗ 
ting him with many thot of oꝛdinaunce, and with found of 
Trumpets, they ſpake onto him, cach of them heartelp re⸗ 
ioyvüng, and thanking God for their fafe meting, and god 
foitune in this their firſt bꝛunt of daunger and perill: The 
next dap being the twenteth dap of Julp, the Caplaine ge⸗ 
neral with all his Fleet, attained vnto the Jlands of Sancty 
Ago: wher chiming to anker in p plap Je Santa Maria, they 
remained there ſeuen daies, taking in ſuch water as ther 
had need of,? repairing ih yards of their (hips and other 
harmes 


harmes they had reteiued in the fo2me palk. Tetoldap bee 
ing the third day of Auguſt, the Captaine General depar⸗ 
ted thence, ſollewing his couric to the Calt, but firſt beloꝛe

They haue for armes o2 weapons certaine Faues of an 
Dke tre bathed oz foalten with fire, at the endes whereok 
are hoꝛnes of beats, ſomwhat burnt o2 hardened with fire, 
allo ſeruing them fo2 los, and wherewith they do hurt 
their enimie. Thele people doe mainteine themlelues with 
rotes of hearbes, with Sea Moulfes, and Whale fiſh, of 
twhich the countries there bath great plentie, and like wiſe of 
{ca crowes, and ſea mewes: Allo they doe eate of beaſtes, 
which they call Gaze las, and of doues, and other beaſts and 
birds which they haue in the land: They keeve alfo dogs as 
thofe ben of Porungale, barking after the fame manner: The 
Generall thus lpeng at Anker, commaunded fo goe rounde 
about the Glande, to fee if there were ante riuer of [werte 
Water, and finding none, he then ſent Nicholas Coello in 
his boate along the coaſt to ſeeke out water, which he found 
foboꝛe leagues of from thence, the which he named Sancty 
Ago, from whence the whole Flerte pꝛouided themſelues of 
freth water. The next dap the Generall and the olher Cap⸗ 
taines, and ſome of their tompanie went a ſhoꝛe, intending 
to fc and view what manner of people they were, that me 
habited that countrie oꝛ land, and whether thep coulde in⸗ 
foꝛme him how karre from thence the Cape of Buena Eſ- 
peransa Was, which he knew not, neither was the head oz 
chiefe Pilot of that voyage of any certeintie which it was, 
foꝛ that in the vopage, wherein her went before with Bar- 
tholome Dyas, be departed in the moꝛning from the Cape 
into the Sea, and pat the lame in the night, with a foꝛe⸗ 
Winde, and at his firft going, came not nere foe Shoꝛe: 
By reafon wherok he did not know the land, notwithllan⸗ 
ding, her coniectured and deemed it not aboue thirtie leagues 
diſtatuit from thence at the vbttermoſt: The Generall being 
diſimbarked and come to land, and walking there be ouer⸗ 
toke a man, one ok the inhahitaunts of the lame, who was 
going to gather bonny at the fete of a bulh, where the Wes 
made the lame without ante bine, with this man, d general 
returned onto his Hip right well contented, thinking he had 
gotten by him an interpꝛeter, but it happened not fo,fo2 et

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dpa nok any of that company tould onderffand hin: The 
General tommaunded to giue him meate, and he did boty 
eate and dꝛinke of all that was ginen him, and when they 
dab he buder ind none of their languages, noꝛ any of them 
had any vnderkkanding of his, be was the next Daye fet vp⸗ 
pon the ſhoꝛe well apparelled, from whence he went as it 
appeared, amongſt others his countrey men, loz that p next 
dap then following, ( vpon ſhew of himſelke to them) there 
tame about the number of fifteene of bis Countrep men, 
Where our chips were: At light of which the Captaine ges 
nerall went to lande, carrieng with him Spice, Golde, and 
Pear le, to make triall, whether thole people had any Knots 
ledge of the lame, oꝛ of any part thereof: but by the lpttle 
eſtimation they ſermed to make of thoſe things, it appeared 
they had no knowledge of the fame, Then they gaue them 
bells, little rings of tinne, and courters, and of thele things 
they wer very glad, and from thence loꝛward Onto the next 
Saterday following, Dery many of them repayꝛed to our 
Ilcete, and thoſe people fo returning to their Townes, one 
bk our men defirous to fee the ſame, and to vie we the oꝛder 
and manner of their liues, craued then licence of the Gene⸗ 
~ gall to goe with them, whole petition, albeit he was verye 
vnwilling to condelcend tuto, vet vanquiſhed by impoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie, he graunted the fame, Fernan Velofo(fo2 fo Was his 
name that was licenfed)then going intheir companv,they 
toke a Dea Moulle, which they rotten at the fte of a hill, 


and ſupped altogethers: alter which it then appeared, that renter

they of that Countrey had armed themlelues , and. poate 


pep, they cauled Fernan Veloſo, ta returne to dur Flete ar „ inſt 

gaine, which was hard by, and when he was departed from ours. 
them, they followed and came after him a little and a lit⸗ 
tle, the manner whereof, Fernan eſpieng k kearing, he theres 
fore halted to the water ſide, and hailed to our chips: Lhe 
Generall then being at ſupper, and hearing that call, and lw⸗ 
. king out to landivard , lawe thofe fauage people comming 
after him, and peefently imagined they meant him al 
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tied trealon againſt our men: for lo lone as they had ſup⸗ „aeg 
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and therefore forth inith be commaunded the whole slate 
to put themlelues in battaile araye , and be himſelle with 
certaine others, went to landward without anye weapons, 
derming berely that thole blacke men meant him no harme, 
noꝛ would offer anxe foxes and indade when they lawe 
dur boates comming to the ſhoꝛeward, they began to runne 
_ alpap, with a great clamour and oukerie, and lo did manpe 
others alfa which lap let retly hidden amongſt certeine buts 
es there, which policie they vled to traine our men the ra⸗ 
ther to lande, for when ours were diſimbarked and lan⸗ 
ded, they then returned and furiouũy fet vpon them, hating 
their darts, and bing their other weapons in luch fort, as 
they intoꝛted our men to retire to their boates and imbarke 
themtelues, and that in halt, taking with them Fernan Ve- 
Iso, which being done, the Negroes retaurned to theyz 
tobones, hauing hurt the Captaine generall € thee others, 
Who afterward remaining in that road foure dapes, could) 
not ( ary moe of thoſe people, and thereloꝛe could not vig 
ang reuenge, oz the damage they had done them.

Mand lielh tobich they needed, the Generali 
and tbe reſt then departed thence vpon the 
ee Thurddap being the ſirteenth Baye of Ho⸗ 
AG \ | uember, in the loꝛenone of the ſame dave, 
—. making their wave into the Sea, With a 
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whileſk the pave did indure, and when the night tame, hee 


caſt about towards the ſhoꝛe, and fo in that oꝛder he faylen 
vntill the Wenldape following , which was the twentith 
pay of Nouember in which time he doubled the Cape: And 
going along the Coaſt with a fore winde, he palled with 
great pleaſure of ſundꝛy paſtimes, and in founding of the 
trumpets in all their hips,chicily hauing their whole coms 
finentce in God, by whole diuine furtherance, they hoped to 
finde out, and attaine to that Which they ſought fo2: Do 
palling in this fort along that Coalt, they faire vppon the 
land great ſtoꝛe of Cattell, whereof lome were large, ſome 
mall, but all of them were growen and kat: Bowbeit ther 
appeared to them no Townes Within this lande, by realon 
that along thofe Coats ther are none ſcituated:but further 
within the ſame, there be Townes and Willages inhabited, 
the houfes Whereot are all of earth couered with Traine. 
The people are of colour ſome what blacke, and be apparai⸗ 
led as thofe of the Countrep of Sancta Helena, (peaking 
the lelfe fame language, and fing the lelle fame loꝛte of 
darts, with ſome other weapons allo fo2 their dekence, and 


anoyaunce of their enimie. This Countrey is verye pleas 


faunt with Trees and Waters, and iopning to this Cape 


on the South foe, there is a great Harbour which reach⸗ 


eth into the Wande five leagues , and at the entering it 
containeth well as much moze. The Cape of zuena eſpe- 
ransa bæing thus doubled, the Captaine Cenerall foꝛth⸗ 


with vpon the Sundaye akter, which was Saint Katberins The vva- 


tering of

dap, came to the Watering of Sapnt Blaze, Which is thee 
ſcoꝛe leagues beponde the Cape, beeing a verie great Bape, 
and palling gob for all Windes, except onelxe the Poꝛth 
winde. The people here are ſome what blacke of cou⸗ 
lour, they touer themſelues With Chinnes , they fight 
with Dartes of wode koſted o2 Hardened in the fire, 
and vie for Swedes, Bomes and Bones of Beatles, 
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Blaze 


and alſo they ble Stones to delkende thenticlues agaynſt 


they, Enimies In this Lande bee maänve Ele⸗ 
phauntes and great, alſo Oren manpe boty large of 


ſtature, 
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fkature, and very kat, whereof ſome haue no hoꝛnes: and 
von the katteſt and faireſt of the lame, the people do vſe to 
ride, fadling them with pannells flutfed with the ſtrawe of 
Rye, as the manner is in Spayne, and vpon the lame then 
put a certaine frame of Mode, and fo ble it as a laddle tro 
rive vppon, putting thꝛough the noles of ſuch of them as 
thep Will fella pte of wode, of that kinde whereol then 
make their arcotucs. In this Harbour thre Croſſebow thot 
Sea vvolfs from the More, within the Sea, lieth a Rocke, in the which 
moſt firce there be many dea Tloulkes, which are as large in bignes 
ee 1 as great Beares, they be terrible, hauing great and long 
calls teeth allo lo wilde and flerte, that they do loꝛcible let vpon 
men:their kinnes be fo hard that no ſpeare can pearce the 
ſame, albeit it be foꝛced vpon it with great ſtrength and va⸗ 
lure: they are like vnto Lions, and their little ones ere 
like poung Goates, there be fo many of them in p Nocke, 
that when our men went thether of pleaſure one dap, theng 
ſaw of them at that inſtant, the number of thee thouland 
little and great. In this Rocke allo be many Stares, which 
are as great as Duckes, but they doe not flye, by reaſon 
they haue no feathers in their wings, and they bꝛape lpke 
vnto an Alle. The Captaine Generall being come to this 
Poꝛt oꝛ Baye, and lieng at Anker ther, cauled the ſhippes 
Which carried their victualls, to be dilcharged thereof, and 
beſtowed the lame in the others, commaunding thofe Gels: 
{ells to be then burned, as it was oꝛdained and commaun⸗ 
ded by the King in that behalfe. In doing Whereof, e other 
things allo which were neceffarpe and nedfull to be loned 
vnto, and loꝛeltene, foꝛ their moze fafette in the reſt of their 
voyage, they remained ten dayes in that place, where, vpon 
the Friday nert alter the Captaine generall and the reſt had 
ariued, ther appeared vnto them, about the number of ours 
ſcoꝛe and fen mon of that Countrep,ſome along vppon the 
ſandes, and ſome vpon the top of their Mountaines, which 
when the General lawe, he and other the Captaines went 
to the ſhoꝛe ward, and all the company of the ſhippes went 
armed in their boates, carrieng oꝛdinaunce With them, as 
f f fearing 
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fearing the lyke chaunce p happened to them in the Jlande 


of Sancta Helena, the Boates then dꝛawing nere to the 
ſhoꝛe, the Generall thꝛew on lande little belles, which the 
Negroes toke vp, and ſome of them came fo nere Onto 
him, that he gaue them the bells into their owne handes, 
whereat be ‘wonderfully meruailed, fo2 that Bartholome 
Dyas had infoꝛmed befoꝛe, that when he was there, they did 


run away, and wold not be allured to come lo nere view. 


The Generall therfore finding ¢ perteiuing contrary to his 
expectation, the gentleneſſe of thoſe blacke people, he then 
leapt out on lande with his men, making erchaunge of cers 
taine red night caps with the Negroes fo2 Bꝛatelets of Je 
uoꝛy which they had, and fo for that time departed. The 


Saterday next after came to the number of two hundꝛeth 


blacke men:and moꝛe, ſome little, ſome great, bꝛinging with 
them twelue Dren and foure ſheepe, and as our men Went 
on ſhoꝛe, they began to play vpon foure Ilutes accozding⸗ 
ly with foure ſundꝛy voyces, the Muſicke whereok founded 
bery well, which the Generall bearing , commaunded the 
trumpets to lound, and fo they daunced with our men. In 
this paſtime and feaſting, and in buping their Dren and 
ſheepe, that pape paſſed ouer, and in the ſelle fame ſoꝛt, vpon 
the Sunday following, funazy of the fame, and manx mos 
with them as well men as women, came againe bzinging 
with them many kine, and hauing ſolde one Dre, our men 
ſaw certaine little Nigroes, which were hidden in certavne 
bulhes, who had with them the weapons of the greater 
fort of men: wherein our men contectured , that ſome trea⸗ 
fon was ment to them, and therfoꝛe the Generall comman⸗ 
ded our people to retire to another place, which was of 
move ſecuritie, and thofe blacke men went all along the 
{hove directlye againſt cur boates, vntill they came to the 


place where ours diſimbarked themſelues, and went vppon 


the lande in armour, The Nigroes then ioyned themſelues 


as though they intended to fight, which the Generall per⸗ 


ceiuing, and not willyng ko doe them anpe harme, did then 
retyꝛe, imbarking himſelle, and koꝛ to feare them, .

led downe the fame our men yet being there. Thele dapes 
thus paſſed ouer, the Captaine generall with the reſt of the 
Ileete departed hence towards the Riuer called, Ryo del 
infante, vpon the Friday being the eight day of Pouember, 
Which was the Feaſt dape of the conception of our Ladp, 
and in lailing koꝛward on their voyage, ther arole fo great 
à ſtoꝛme with a foꝛe winde, bpon the daye ol Saint Luke, 
that our whole Fleete did runne with there [mall ſaples, 
and that alio verye low. In this courſe they lo the come 
pany of Nicholas Coello, hobobeit the next night after they 
all met, and io yned together againe. Pow hauing pat and 
failed thꝛough this great ſtoꝛm, oꝛ rather toꝛment of wind, 
Which then was cealed, the Captaine Generall, vppon the 
firteenth daye of December did difcouer lande, which were 
certaine (mall Nockes, being diſtaunt from the Harbour of 
Saint Blaze thꝛeeſcoꝛe leagues, and fiue leagues alſo from 
the other part of the Nocke called De la cruze, here Bar- 
tholome Dyas did eredt his laſt marke: from mhich place 
to the Riuer Del Infante are fiftene leagues This Couns 

trey is verp pleafant and ſightly in viewe, and in the fame 
is great ſtoꝛe of Cattell, and the further our Fleete ſapled 
on that Coaſt, the better and higher the Trers were, all 
which things our men might well perteiue and diſcerne, by 
reaſon they went fo neere the ſhoꝛe with their hips. And 
vpon the Saterday they paſt hard by, and within ſight ok the 
Rocke De la cruze, and foꝛ that they were then come fo far 
koꝛzward as the Riuer Del infante, they were loath to pate 
the lame, and thereof taking counfell all the next night, 

they went lome what wide from the Coal, with a foꝛe⸗ 
winde, onkill Cuenſong time, and then the Winde came 
fo the Catt, which was right againſt them, whereloꝛe the

December jat the letting of the Sunne, the winde then com⸗ 
ming to the Melk, Which was a foꝛr winde, and whether 
ko attayne to haue knowledge of the Lande thep conlulte 


of the Eaſt India. 


Captaine generall made fo Seawarde, going in tach 
ſoꝛt, as fometime he kept the Sea, and ſometime dꝛoue tas

The gouernour then apparelled himlelke with thoſe Gar⸗ 
ments which the Generall gaue him, and with great plea 
ſure gaue commaundement to many of his chiefe men to 
goe beloꝛe and receiue him when he came to their towne: 
The people as they went viewed and beheld with greate 
pleature and admiration thole veftures which our General 
had giuen him, clapping their hands fo2 toy thereof, which 
manner of gladlome reiopfing , they vied thꝛee o2°fonre 
times, before they came to their towne: And after their en⸗ 
trauuce therein, they went round about the ſame, to the end 
all the people and inhabitants thereof, might fe and behold 
thole giuen garments and fraungearrate : Which bering 
done, the gouernour entered into his boule where he com⸗ 
matmded Alonfo and his companion to be well lodged, and 
gaue to them fo2 their ſupper a Hen enen ſuch as ours ber, 
and Pap made of Mylyo, which is a kinde of graine of a 
peolow coulour, Whereok alſo they make bzead: This night 
repaired many Nigroes to their lodging to fee them: And 
the nert daie after the gouernour ſent them to their ſhips 
with certaine Nigroes of his loden with hens, fo the Cap⸗ 
faine Generall, who rendered thanks fo2 the ſame, and res 
‘quired by his interpꝛetour, thoſe Nigroes, to fate vnto their 
Gouernour, that he now ſaw and perceiued him to be a no⸗ 
ble man, 02 king of that countrie, æ foꝛalmuch as the Ge⸗ 
nerall, and the reſt ol our men in thole fiue daies Wherein 
they had houered vpon and viewed that Coaſt had no man⸗ 
ner domage done o2 offered themand ſaw both many qui⸗ 
et and gentle people there, ¢ alſo many noble men, he gaue 


to this land an apt name, calling it, The Land of good 


people, in the Towne where Martyn Alonfo was, thepz 
houfes ber made all of ſtrawe , and verie well furniſhed 
within: The owmen be moze in number, then the men:

powbeit ali naked, ſauing their pꝛiuie members, which wer 
touered, with little peeces of linnen made ol Bomebaſt 02 
Cotten, they came neere and entered into our ſhips without 
any feare, and in ſuch ſoꝛte vied themſelues towardes our 
mon, as though they had ben of long acquaintance and fa⸗ 
miliaritie with them: They were very well receiued of our 
people of the Flert, the Captaine Generall commanded the 
ſame, and alfo that there ſhuld be giuen vnto them certeine 
little Wels ¢ other things, x he talked with them by ſignes, 
foꝛ they did not vnderſtand any of Martin Alonſo his lan⸗ 
guages, noꝛ any other interpꝛetour p our men thé had: after 
this their god interteinment they departed, and as it ſermed 
well liking of the lame, they and many others with them 
ukter ward returned in their boates to our ſhips, bꝛinging 
vnto them luch tiduals as their countrie preldeth: They 
in appearance ſhewed themlelues verie well contented with 
our men e as they came by water, ſo alſo did many others 
ok thoſe people revaire thether by land, amongſt them wo⸗ 
men of indifferent god beautie, eſpecially p voung maides, 
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them ware vpon his head a tucke 02 kerchiele wꝛought 
rid fiene the other had a might cap of arene Satten.

they remained in our Shippes, the Generall perceiued 
by tokens and ſignes which a voung man that came with 
them then ſhewed, that their countrie was farre of thence, 
and that they had ſeene as great ſhips as ours were, wher⸗ 
of he greatly reiopled, and all our people in like manner as 
then verelp hoping and thereby coniecturing, that the Indi- 
as Were niere to that place: which their hope and coniec⸗ 
ture, was alfo farre the moꝛe augmented and confirmed, 
fo2 that after thoſe noble men were gone to ſhoꝛe, they ſent 
fo the Flarte, certeine linnen cloth to ſell, which was made 
of Cotten, vpon which alſo were terteine marks of Okar, 


in refpect of which god newes, and intelligence here kound, 


and likely to enlue, the Captaine Generall gaue to this ri⸗ 
uer a name, calling it, The Niuer of the good tokens or 
marks, and cauſed there a marke fo be erected , calling the 
ſame San Raphael, accozding with the name of the ſhippe 
wherein hee was, and went that voyage. And foꝛalſmuch as 
he perceiued by the ſignes of the voung man, that thole no⸗ 
ble men inhabited a Tountrie karre thence, and that they 
had ſcene ſhippes as greate as ours, he thereby and vppon

Nicholas Coello receiued with great courteſte: but fozals 
much as he noꝛ any ok his ſhip could ſpeake their language, 
the Gouernour tarried not long, howbeit Coello vnder⸗ 
fide very well, that the Gouernour deemed them to be 
Moes, and therefore he gaue him a red Cappe, whereol her 
made no accompt, he gaue him alllo certaine blacke beades, 
which he carried away in his handes, both which were gi⸗ 
uen and taken fo2 token of allurance betweene them: and 
when he thould depart from our thip,be required by ſignes 
of Nicholas Coello to haue his boat to carrie him to lande, 
who gladly graunted the fame; and ſent therewith certaine 
of our men, which the Gouernour at his returne to lande, 
carried with him to bis boule, featting and banketting them 
with Dates and other things, and fent by them to Nicho- 
las Coello:ã pot of Dates pꝛelerued, where with be fatten 
the Captaine Generall and his bother, after they had ente⸗ 
red the Harbour. 


The Gouernour now percetuing the reſt of our ſhippes Our men 
arriued in the Harbour, immediately lent to viſite them, be⸗ taken for 


léuing they were Turkes, and pꝛeſented them with many 


pleafant ¢ delicate meates demaunding alſo licenſe fo come f on- 
and bifite them himlelke. The Captatne generall retourned ſambicke 
foꝛ pꝛeſents to him againe, certaine red hats, Mort gownes, 

coꝛrall, baſons of bꝛaſſe, little hawkes bells, and many other 
things, all which (as the mellenger repoꝛted, that carrped 


the lame) he nothing effected, al king fo2 what purpole thofe 
things were god, and demaunding iebp the Captaine font 
him not Srarlet, as the thing which be chichy deſtred. Mots 


withſkanding he came and viſited the Captaine Generall 


who haͤuing knowledge of his comming, commaunded the

This pꝛeperation made, the Go⸗ 


apparelled in ſilke, bringing with them many trumpets of 
Juoꝛie, and allo other inſtruments, fill plaieng vppon the 


ſwoꝛd and dagger, and vpon his fete thoes of filise 5 The 


Captaine general reteiued him at the entrance of the (hip, . 
carrieng him from thence, in that part of the (hip, where the 


ſame was couered ouer and trimmed in the beſt manner it 


might then be, and many of his people with him, the ret ree 
maining that tame with him in their boates. The Gouer⸗ 


nour thus being receiued into the ſhip, the Generall defired 
him ko take no offence in that he ſent to him no Scarlet, 
ſinte in truth be bꝛought none with him: onelp he declared 
that he had in his ſhips, but luch Perchaundile, as he would 
giue and beſtow fo2 victualls, when his men ſhould want 


the ſame: and that he went in this oꝛder, onlp of intent to 


find out ¢ difcouer the Indias, by commandement of a great 
€ mightie Bing whole ſeruaunt he was. All which things 
the Generall tolde him by the mouth of Fernan Martin, 


who was the Interpꝛetour bet werne them: and then come 


maunded to giue them ſuch banketting meates, and wine 
as were carried in the chippe, whereok he did both eate and 


dꝛinke verpe well, and ſo in lyke manner did the other, 


who came with him, all which were likewiſe feaſted. 


And as the Gouernour remapned after this, a very friend 


fo ate Cencrall, fo allo did his people make e and ex⸗ 
tende 
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kende great krindchip to our men. Me al ked of our Ge⸗ 
nerall, whether they came from the Turkes Countrey., 
foꝛ that as he had heard ſape, the people of the ſame are 
White as durs were, roqueſting allo to haue a ſight of 
their Countrey bowes, and of the bakes of they2 Latues: 
Wiberesnto our Oenerall aunl wered, that be and his 
Conpanye were not of the Turkes Countrey » but that 
they were of a great Bingdome, which confined bppon the 
lame, and as touching thep2 bowes and weaponnes, her 
ſhoulde with verpe god will fe them: But as fo2 the 


Wakes of thepꝛ Lawes, thep had none there with them, 


foz to carrye the fame, were to no purpoſe, ſince vp⸗ 
pon the Sea, they needed not the ble thereot , Then 
were bꝛought before him certaine Croſſebowes, which al⸗ 
fo in his pꝛeſence were bent and ſhot off, whereat her 
greatly meruapled. They alfo produced to fiabt and viewe

The Gouernour had thereof confulted and made pꝛo⸗ 
ving that Uilion, faz execution of their milcheuous enterpꝛiſe „which 
vvevvere hid bene likely to haue taken plate, and forte to à ſoꝛrow⸗ 
chtiſtians fuli hap and euent, had not the Almightie of his diuine god⸗

rail, who fearing leaſt thoſe Infidells ſhould ſodainlye in⸗

To whom the Oenerall 
returned aunfivere by that meflenaer to this e ect, that he 
Would make no peace with the Gouernour, neither would 
he be his friend, ontill ſuch time as he did fend to him his 
Pilot whom he had hired and payed, with this aumlwere, 
the Miniſter departed, and neuer came againe. The Cap⸗ 
taine generall thus ſtaieng fill there, and expecting the 
Winde, there came to him alter the Piniſter was gone, 
acertaine Poꝛe, who bꝛought his Sonne with him being 
a bope, and aſ ked the Generali whether be woulde carrye 
them in his chips with him to the Citie ol Mylynd e Which

In this 
fourney onely Paulo de la Gama did take foure Mooxꝛes in a boate. 
And although ther were other boats wherin mand DP oozes were, 
pet could not they be taken, ko making halt to the ſhoꝛe e atteining 
the ſame, they ran away, leauing their boats as a prap to our men, 
who kound in p fame much linnen cloth made of cotten⸗ alſo books 
ok their lawes of Mahoma, which the Generall commanded to bes 
ſatelp kept: Ind albeit he went that dap along and befoze the town 
in his boate, as other his Captaines did in like manner in theirs; — 
pet ceuld not they pꝛocure anie talke oz ſpeach with anpe of the 
MP oozes of the towne, and to goc on fhoare he durſt not,foz that he 
had but few men in number with him , wherefore foz that time hee

were many ſhoels : nowo being come nere to z ſhoꝛe, 5 pilots Mooꝛes 
did reknowiedge z fame, hewbeit they {aid p the Bland of the chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians is that of Quiloa, which was behind oꝛ a terne vs z. leagues, 
wherwith the generall was much grieued beleeuing P certeinlp they 
were Chiſtians as the Dilots had inloꝛmed him, and that they had 
willingip laſt their courſe, koz that the ſhippeg thoald not arriue at 
that bar The Dilottes ge aes ae 1 0 tir treaſon made ſhew ok a 
Yeas 
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reatonable ertule, lateng'that as the winde tuag-qreate, ſo 
were the currents lwikt, by reaſon tohereof the ſhippes had 


further made laile then they thought koꝛ: But the truth was 
inderde, that they moze loꝛrowed their milling and palling 
by the Jland where they infoꝛmed to be Chꝛiſtians, then 
did our Captaine Generall: Foꝛ they were berelp in hope 
to haue ben reuenged ther, vpon dur men by death of them 


all: But GWD beholding the daunger and perill meant fos 


wards them ok his diuine godneſſe and mercpe deliuered 
them from the lame, and that by a great miracle: oꝛ it our 


men had gone thether, not one of them had eſcaped with 
lpke, ſince the Generall hauing ſuch a beliefe ¢ opinion, that 


there were Chꝛiſtians in that Jland (as the Pilot had tolde 
him) would no doubt haue gone petently on land at his ar⸗ 
riuall there, and lo thereby runne headlong into a place 
where he and his people ſhould haue bene put to ſlaughter: 
The Generall thus ſoꝛrowing the mille of that Aland, for 
that he ſuppoſed there to haue found Chꝛiſtians, and the 


Pilots Wares in chafe with themfelues fo2 that they has 
milled their courte thether foꝛ purpole afore laid, it was then 


on each part determined, to goe back and allaie to finde the’ 
ſame:neuerthelelſe although they earneſtiy bent themlelues 


to attaine vnto that deſtred Glande, and ſpent that daye in 


trauell to winne their purpoſe therein, vet toulde they not 
pꝛeuaile thereto: Foz Mill the winde was fo contrarte , and 
the currents lo great, as doe what they could, they failed ol 


their wills, and were put off from arriuall there, which no 


doubte was done by Gods pꝛouidence, and ok his merre 
fauour and godneſſe towards our men:as not willing they 
ſhould reteiue anie daunger, oꝛ ſulteine erueltie, oꝛ loſſe of 
lpfe, amongeſt thoſe Inüdels, and therefore miraculotilix he 


pꝛelerued our people from the effect and fequele of the maz 


lice of thofe two Pilots of the Mares of Monfambicke, 
which had imagined in their mindes, and trauailed to being.

Was altogether and whollve inhabited by Poꝛes, as in 
tyke manner all that Coaſte is,) and therefore tuber 
ffanning that from thence to Mombaſſa are ſeauentie ſea⸗ 
uon leagues, they made way to gos thether, and being then 
towards Euening, they fatve a great J lande ſcituated to⸗ 
wards the Noꝛth, in which the Pwꝛes Pilots fapde there 
were two Townes, one of Chꝛiſtians, and the other of 
Moes, as aſozeſayd. Thus they ſapd and inuented to the 
intent to bꝛing our men in opinion, and make them belccue 
that there were in that Land, and thoſe Coalts man Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians. In this ſoꝛt our Hips going vnder ſaile, certapns 
dapes, the ſhip called Saint Raphael by fortune one nioz⸗ 
ning two houres beloꝛe Daye light, came on ground bppon 


tertaine ſhoells, two leagues front the firme lande, and as 


foe Krake on ground, they within made lignes to ibe other 
ſhips to take herde and beware, where bpon they ſhot by the 

ſhoells and came to an Ankos, launching out their boats to 
giue ſuccour to Paulo de la Gama Captaine in the Rapha- 
eh and perteiuing when they came to the ſane, that the wa⸗ 
ter did ebbe, the Generall was me,uailous glad thereok, ſo: 


then he well knew, that at the nert floud the ſhip would be 


alloate againe, ſo that now he loft the feare and icalouſie he 
hav conceiued, vpon the doubt he had that ſhe was lot. 
Thus retomkoꝛted with the cortaintie they ſaw of b laſetie 
of the (hiv, they foꝛthwith layed into the fea manp ankers. 
By this time it was Daye lyght, and after that it was a

pur men, ſaieng allo to the General, that in no toile hee 
ſhould feare anpe damage that coulde enſue to the ſhippe 


on grounde, koꝛ that when it were full Sea, the woulde 


then be on floate agapne, fo as at will and pleaſure the 


fame might pale on the intended voyage thereof, with 
Which ſpeaches the Generall was verp glad not onelye foꝛ 
the god comfort they gate him, but alfo in that they came 


in lo god ſeaſon and time oppoꝛztune, and thereloꝛe he gaue 


them certapne giktes, which thep accepted with manye 
thankes , and certapne of them vnderttanding that our 
Iflette intended their Courle to Mombaſſa, thep vetiren

them, and thole allo without weapon, declaring to them in 


their language that they choulde pardon him ſince he was 
a ſtraunger, and thereloꝛe coulde not tell whom he might 


truſt, and vnto thole whom he gaue licenfe to enter abwꝛde 
his hip, he gaue god and gentle entertainment, banketting 
the fame with luch Conlerues as they had, (thereof thole 


cwzes did well eate) willing them not to derme euill oF || 
him, for his denvall of theyz enteraunce in mmmer aͤ⸗

they would remaine content, with that they Hould haue in

fore their eyes was done, and appeared to be doruiled and 
wꝛoughtagainſt them, he then commaunded the night bee 
ing come, to giue Come torments 02 torture , fo two of the 
Mares, Which be brought captiues with them from Mon- 
ſambicke, thereby to fee whether they had pꝛactiſed any tre⸗ 
fon, and to inkozce them to open and dilcloſe the ſame: 
which commaundement being obſerued, and put in execu⸗ 
tion, by heating and dꝛopping ol bacon bppon their flesh, 
they immediately tonfeſſed, they had confvired treafon, and 
that the Pilots toke the Sea, as fearing the fame had ben 
diſcloled: wherevpon the Generall, altogether altered his 
minde and purpole of going into that Barbour, Peuertbe⸗ 
leffe being vnquiet and greatly greeued at their kalchwd, he 
Was deſirous to bfe Ipke tozture to another Moꝛe captiue 
allo: to make trpall whether he Were of counſell and in 
conſoꝛt with the reff, een 8 
Wut this Bore perceiuing preperation made for that 
purpole, did cat himſelfe his hands being bound, into the 
fea, ag in lpke manner another of them did, beloꝛe it Was 
“pape light. The lecretie ok the miſchieke prepared, being 
thus come fo apparaunt view, and fo dilcouered, the Gene⸗ 
rall gauge great thankes fo God, by whoſe only qwdnefie,he 
and his company were delpuered from imminent death and 
flaughter amongſt thole Inſidells, and therefoze in contem⸗ 
plation and thankes giuing fo2 the fame , he and his come 
pany being abo the Admirall, fapd the salue Regina, i 
Atter this being mindful of their fafetie,and fearing leaſt 
the Wmzes would attempt lome matter againſt them in the 
night time, they therefore oꝛdained trong and dililigent 
watch, commaunding eucrye man fo watch armed: And 
hare by the way is to be noted one thing, and that to ber 
meruapled at , Which is this: That when our men came 
firſt befoze the Towne of ie ian „ all ſuch aniongett 
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them as khen were ficke, (which inderde were many) began 
then pꝛelently to be whole: fo that in this time of theyz 
great neceſſitie, and daunger, they felt and found themſelues 
found and fron, which as it was pall all hope and expec⸗ 
tation of man, and karre aboue the common courſe of Pa⸗ 
ture, and operation of the ſame, ſo the moze liuely it appea⸗ 
red to be the mer uailous and ſupernaturall woꝛke of God, 
and therefoꝛe miraculoulip done at this inſtant time of nes 
ceſſitie, when his diuine power was to be ſerne and exten⸗ 
ded, loꝛ the pꝛeſernation of that poꝛe diſtrelled number, 
Which then had their onely alkiaunce in him The watch

but giuing better and move attentiue eare thereto, they then 
perceiued that their enimies were at the lame, who in truth 
did lwimme about the gabell, and were cutting of it with 
their wodkniues 02 fawehings, und hoping oꝛ rather vere⸗ 
ly knowing, that perfourming their enterpꝛiſe thereof the 
ſhippe would runne a ſhoꝛe, and fo both the and our men in 
the lame be caſt away and taken: Foz by any other deuiſe 
they coulde not accompliſh their willes, and therekoꝛe they 
pꝛactiſed this meane. Howbeit our men hauing dilcrped 
whereabout they were, pꝛeuented them, by crieng out and 
calling to the other ſhippes, thotving what was in Doing, 
and Willing them allo to beware and lwke to fhe fame, 
wherevpon they of the hippe Raphael, came pꝛeſentlpe to 
their ſuccour and reſtew, finding fome of their enimies ar 
mongſt the cheines of the tacklings of their foꝛmaſt, who 
perteiuing how they were dilcouered, fonainly call them⸗ 


ſelues vnder water, and with the others that were cutting 


the gabell of the ſhippe Berrio, lledde away [wimming to 
certaine boates, which they bad lyeng fometobat farre off, 
Wherein (as our men alter ward vnderſtode) were many 
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Mmres,ioho taking them in, rowed falk atmaye , and la re⸗ 
fourned to the Titie. The Menſdap and Thurlday lollow⸗ 
ing, our Flecte Hill remained there, about which in p night 
time tame the enimies in boates, Which alwapes lap harde 
by the ſhoꝛe, from which ſome of them did dwünme of pure 
pole to elpie, if by anp meane they could cut a Cinver the 
gabells of the Ankoꝛs, but our men obferucd and kept fuch 

diligent and warie watch, that they could not pꝛeuaile, ne⸗ 

uertheleſle our men were greatlye troubled, and put in 

feare of burning their ſhippes. Foꝛ truly it was to bo mer⸗ 
uapled at, that the Poꝛes came not about the lame in luch 

ſhippes as they had, Which if they had done, it had bene 

then lpkelp by all contecture of man, that they ſhould haue 

deſtroped and killed vs all. It was coniectured that they 

being in feare of the Oꝛdinaunce in our ſhippes, durſt 

not giue attempt to fet vppon the fame by fo2ce, but what⸗ 

ſouer cauſe appeared in our ſightes to bee a lette in that 

reſpect to them: It was moſt certapne in derde, that it 

was Cod his god will and fauour, fo put their hearts 

in keare to deale with bs in anpe foꝛzceable manner, 

whereby we might be pꝛelerued from the crueltie inken⸗ 

ded towardes vs. aut

EN tbe Captaine generall did willinglp tarrie 
0 ‘ € remaine before Mombaſſa, the two dates 
as befoꝛe is declared, of purpoſe to fee tf he 
0 ah could haue from thence two Pilots to cary 
him to Calicut, foz that without them it 

— woas verpe hard fo2 him to goe thether , 
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fice dur Pilots had no knotwlerye of that Countrev But 


when he lawe he coulde not haue ange there, he departed 


thence vpon Friday in the mooning With a lmall winde, 
and at the comming oner the Warre, he lefte behinde him 
one of his Ankoꝛs, loꝛ his men were fo wearied with bꝛin⸗ 
ging and hailing vp the reff, that they coulde not waxe bp 
the lame, which alter ward being found ther by the Poꝛes, 
was carried to the Citie, and placed harde by the Rings 
Pallaice, and remained there at What time Don Franco 
de Almeyda twas the firſt Loꝛd Preſtdent of the Indias : 
who when he twke the ſame fotone from the Poꝛes, found. 
this Anko there, as J thall declare in the lecond Boke of 
this prefent Treatiſe. Weing thus departed from Mombaſ⸗ 
ta and paling on their voyage, eight leagues beyonde the 
ſame, the Generall and his Flerte, thꝛough lacke of winde, 
tame fo an Ankoꝛ hard by the land in the night, and in the 
dawning of the dape, they diſcouered two Sambucos (which 
are little Pinnacies) vnder the lpe, thꝛœ leagues from the 
Flete a Sea bord, which when the Generall ſawe, and 
being deſirous to haue ſome Pilots fo carrie him to Caly- 
cut, he ſuppoſed he might be ſped of ſuch to ſerue his turne, 
if he could take thoſe (mall boates oꝛ Pinnacies, and thers 


fore waping his Ankoꝛs, he and the other Captaines went 


towards them, and purlued the fame vntil Euenſong time, 
at which inſtant the Generall toke one of them, but the 
other ranne alande, from whence bekoze it came. In this 
Pinnace Which was fo taken, were ſeauenteene Pes, 
amongſt which was one olde, Poze, who ſcrmed to be Das 
lter of the reſt, hauing with him a young woman that

in taſt: They haue allo great ſtoꝛe and plentie of victuals, pleafant- 
ag Mylyo and Ry ſe, Cattell both greate and ſmall, alſo nes of che 
great Ho2e of Hennes, which ber verp fat and gend cheape. 91 
The Citie is great, hauing in the fame fatre lkreets, x nas i 
ny faire houſes of lime and ſtone, builded with many lofts, 

with their windowes and tarriſis made of Lime & carth: 

The naturall people of that Countrie are blacke, and of 

gad pꝛopoꝛtion ot bodie, with curled haire, the ſtraungers 

which reſoꝛt thether k make their abode there, are Dares 

of Arabia Which doe gouerne themſelues bery well e com⸗ 
mendably, eſpecialiy the Gentlemen, who from the girdle 

bpward goe naked, and from the fame downeward dos co⸗ 
uer themlelues with ülke, and with bery fine cotten cloth, 
and others with ſhoꝛt Cloakes made of Cotten after the 

olde falhion, the which they doe weare fo couer their arme 
pits:and vpon their heads, they weare a certeine manner 

of Cloth wꝛought with filke and golde. They weare allo 

rich Daggers with great taſſels of ſilke, ol many colours, 

and lwoꝛds very well garniſhed: They be all left handed, 

and carrie with them alwaies bolos and arrowes, foꝛ ther 

vle the paſtime of ſhwting, x be great god Archers.

to carrie them to Calicut, the Cenerall commaunded to 

come to an Ankoꝛ, minding to aſſap tf he coulde by ane 
meanes obteine luch there as might ferue fo2 that purpoſe: 
Fo2 vntill this time, he could not know of the Poꝛes hee 
had taken, whether amongeſt them were any Pilots, who 
albeit they were offered toꝛments, fill anlwered and laid, 
there were none of them Chilfull in that relpect.

e next day after being Catter euen, the

an Pilots, and moꝛeouer wold kurniſh him with all things 
he had neve off. The Generall being well pleated with the 
ſpeaches, and offer of this olde Poze, commaumded to we 
theyꝛ Ankoꝛs, and ſo remoued and came to an Anko with⸗ 
. 3 in 
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in balfe a league of the Citie. But fron thence there came 
no bodie fo our Alcete, loꝛ they feared and were in doubt 
that our men would take them captiue, and beſides they 
knew by the Pinnace which the Generall toke, that wer 
were Chꝛiſtians, beleuing alfo that our Dhippes were 
Shippes of warre: All which the Generall luppoling they 
coniectured: hee therekoꝛe vppon the Mundape in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning commaunded the olde Poze to a certeine ſhelle ly⸗ 
eng ouer againſt the Citie, and there to leaue him, krom 
whence he deemed they woulde fetch him, as indeede they 
did , for when dur Woate was gone from thence, there 
came from the ſhoare a boat foꝛ the Poe, x fo carted him 
awape pꝛeſently to the Ring, to whome the Poꝛs decla⸗ 
red on the bebalfe of the Generall what her requeſted to 
haue, and further that her deſtred to be at peace with 
him, in relpect of his noble perſonage, whereol her had heard

him fuch another Cities as that of Mylynde was. 
Now hauing ended their talke and confirmen the friendſhip 
detweene them, the Ring then rowing among cur fyivs, 
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and behelde se fame; with great pleaſure and admiration, 
dul of which great ſkoꝛe of thot of Oꝛdinaunte pated , 
wherewith they were greatlye delyghicd , all which time 
dur Generall went with him, to Whom he declared, that he 
neuer law any men ol whom he twke ſo great plealure, as 
he did ok thofe of Portingall, whereof be Woulde gladlys 


haue ſome with him, to helpe him in his warres, which 


he hath lometime with his enimies: foꝛ it well appeared 
they were men apt to offend their enimie, and to abide and 
fuffer any trauell oꝛ paine, that ſhould happen vnto them. 
To which his {peaches the Generall auntwered, that if her 
had experience of their doings; be woulde then a great 
deale better lyke of them, and finther that they would helpe

god pleaſure to permit the fame to be dilcoue red. After the 
King had in this fort ſolated himſelfe, he then delired the 


General, that fince he would not go with him to his Citie, 


be ſhuld then let him haue two ol his men to go and fe. his 
Pallaice, and for pledge of the ſame, he would gine him his 
ſonne, and one of his chiele Chaplaines, the which they call 
Cacis, where bnto the Generall peelded and appointed two of 
gur men to go with the King, who at his departure, rogue⸗ 
ſtod the Generall that the next day he would goe along in 
his boate hard by the ſhoꝛe, where he ſhuld fe his hoꝛſmen 
running, x ſo they departed koꝛ that time, the next day being 
Thurldap, the Captaine general ¢ Nicholas Coello, went 
in their boates armed along the ſhoꝛe, the one ſome what di⸗ 
ſtant from the other, betwerne whom vpon the ſhoꝛe were 
many men on hoꝛſebacke ſkirmiſhing, ¢ as our boats appꝛo⸗

our men made them a great feaſt, with much pallime allo 
of Sgquibs, Gunne thot, and great and lobode cryes. The 
Flet thus lyeng in p harbour, there came vpon p lundaie 
being the. 21 dap of Apꝛill, fcom the king, a man that was 


in great credit with him, to viſite the Captaine Generall, 


who at that inſtant was very fad and heauie:foz that it 
was then two dates fince any man came to the Fleet from 
the Citie, by reafon whereof he feared leaſt that the king 
Were ofkended with him, as taking octaſion of offence, fo2 
that he rekuſed to go on ſhoare, ſuppoſing allo that be wold 
therevppon, bꝛeake the peace and league made betivene 
them, loꝛ which be was ſoꝛrobofull, efpectally fince as vet 
he had no Pilots. And when he ſawe, that he which was 
fo great with the king, did bꝛing him no Pilots, he then 
began to haue ſome iealouſie, and fulpition of the king, who 
being infozmed therok, and knowing the Generall remate 


ned there fo2 that cauſe, did therefore foꝛthwith fend him 


a Pilot, a Gentile (called in their language Gofarate ) 
whole name was Canaca, making excuſe that be had not 
fent him foner,and fo the king and the Generall remained

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Which god fortune they thanked God, in that it repꝛeſen⸗ 
ted as then to them winter of the Indias,¢ where alwaies 
in that goulfe are great ſtoꝛmes, they nolo found none, but

Map, and xxiii.daies nert after their departing from My: 
lynde (in which time they had lerne no land) they then dil⸗ 
touered € came to fight of land. And the Flete beeing viii.

Junges gerteinip knawe it, but he perceiued by mall ſhowꝛes of 
raine, which fellas they made towards land, z they were 
on the coatt of b Indias,foz h at 5 prefent time of p vere, 
b winter is euer in thole Indias, The ſunday, being b xx. dav 
ok Pay the Pilot ſawe certeine high bils, Which were ouer 
the Citie of Calicut, and came fo neere to land, that he did 
reknowledge the lame, and with great iay and pleaſure, de 
maunded of the General! Albrycias,fateng that this was 
the land, which he and his companie fo greatly deſired to 
ler, and come to. Che General repleniched with iop ofthat 
gd foztune, gaue Canaca his demaund, k forth tort went

all naked, ſauing that their members were couered, with people 
little peeces of linnen cloath: they are bꝛowne people. At here 
their comming to vs ſome ok them entered into the Ge⸗ 
neralls ſhippe, and albeit the Pilot Goſerate, tolde him that 

they were Fichermen, a pore kinde of people ( fo2 fo they 

call all ſuch as bee poꝛe men in the Indias) pet he receps 

ned them all well, and commaunded his men to bupe of 

their Fit, which they brought with them: And hauing 

ſome talke with them, he did vnderſtand that, that towne 

was not Calicut, fo it was they ſaid further off, x offered 

to carrrie our Ileete thether: Uherevpon the Generall res 
quired them fo to doe, and therewith departed thence, and 

were bꝛought by thole Fiſhermen to Calicut ; which is a 

Citie ſcituated on the Coaſt of Malabar, which is a Pꝛo⸗ 

uince of the ſocond Indias, that hath his beginning in the 


in lentgh thꝛeeſcoꝛe leagues’ and one, and fiffene in 
bꝛeadth: All the Countrie lpeth lowe , and is apt to be 
coucred with water: Ther be manp landes in the ſame, x 
it Doth onter into the Sea Indico: There ts a verte high 
hill which dinideth the limits betwierne them, and a great 
kingdome called Narſinga: The Indians do repoꝛt that this 
land of Malabar in olde time was maine Sea, and ran as 
far as p hill where now the Jlands of Maldiua are; which 
were then firme land, e did couer x diſcouer p other ol Ma- 
labar, in which are many and pleafaunt Cities, æ thoſe alſo 
very rich, by reſon of p trade they haue pꝛincipalp with thé 
ol Calicut, which in riches ¢ vice doth excel al in our time, 
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whole foundation was on this loꝛt: This Pꝛouince of 
Malabar was in the olde time gouerned altogether by one 
king, who made his abdade in the Citie of Conlan, and in 
the lal kings bales of this land (whole name was Sarana- 
perimal, and died fire hundꝛeth veares agone) the Poꝛes 
of Meca diſcauered the Indias, and tame to the Pꝛouince 
of Malabar, the inhabitaunts wherof then were Gentiles, 
and the king himlelfe was a Gentile: From the time of 
the comming of theſe Moꝛes, they beganne fo account, the 
peares as We account, from p birth of our 102d God: And 
after they came thether, they grew into luch kamilpyaritie 
with this king, and hee entered into ſuch conference € gud 
opinion of their lawes, that he renounced the manner of re⸗ 
ligion of his owne Countrie, and minded thence foꝛth to 
imbꝛace theirs, and the loue and liking he had of this fect 
of Mahomet fa depely toke rte, and entered into his 
heart, that he determined to goe and ende his lyfe, in the 
houſe of Meca : Thus beeing refolued, fo2 the loue he bare 
to that ſect, to abandon and leaue his kingdome for euer, 
and goe with them, beloꝛe his departure he imparted to 


The firſt his kinred, and diuided amongelt them all his Loꝛdſhips, 
& ſtrange and territoꝛies, and hauing diſtributed and giuen the ſame 
inftitutlo ſ karre foꝛth, that there remained to him no moꝛe but rit,

leagues of his Countrie, which laye neere to the ſhoare, 
where he meant to imbarke himſelfe, the which was neuer 
before inhabited, x therfore he then gaue p lame to a cofin 
of his, which then ſerued him as his Page: commaunding 
y the lame cirtuit (hold be inhabited in perpetuall memos 
rie, ot his imbarking there: To the fame his kinſman hee 
alſo gaue, his Woꝛd, E a towell after the Moriſco fogt, ag 
things apperteining and incident ta the effafe,¢ gaue com⸗ 
maundement to all the Gentlemen to buhom he had giuen 
all the reſt of his lands, that they ſhould be obedient ¢ true 
ſubiecs vnto him, and to take him for theyꝛ Emperour, 
(the kings of Conlan and Canamor onely except) whome 
alfa he commaunded and charged, x like wiſe al the others, 
that they noꝛ no other WLoꝛdes ſhoulde coine money in the

he then imbarked himſells there, wher now ane is buil⸗ 
ded and leituated, and fog that the Bing did there imbarke 
himlelf to go, towards d honte of Mecas). d pares then twk 
ſuch deustion towards that place, that thep and all their po⸗ 
ſtetitie euer ſince that time hetherto would not, no2 pet 
will take any lading but gut of that Doel, And krom that 
time afterward, they came no moꝛe to the Moꝛt ol Coulan, 
as. vlually then did beloze, by meane and gccalſon Whereol, 
the lame grew fo ruine, and was deſtroped, eſpecially when 
Calicut Was once builded, and that many Moꝛes came and 
inhabited the lame. Foꝛ as they were Perchaunts of great 
dealings, ſo came they thether, and made there the greatelt 
and richeſt Faire oꝛ Marte of all the bate: > finding there 
all the Spies, Daugs, Nutmegs, and all other things that 
could be wiched, as all kindes of pꝛecious ffoucs,pearles,e 
fade of pearle, ul ke, Saunders, Aguila 5 fire Dityes of Laker is a 
earth, Laker, gylted Cotkers, and all the fine things ok the kinde of 
Chyna, Gold, Amber, Ware, Juorte,fine and courte cotter, 86m that 
as well white as dyed in colours, much rawe ſilke, & ſilke procedeth 
tivifen, and all kinde oß linnen cloth of ſiike, and golde, and Ant. 
kloth of golae,andcloth« ol tilw, chamlets, graine, ſcarlets, 
ccrpets ok fil lke; Copper, Auickliluer, Bermillon, all ome, co⸗ 
ralls, Role waters, and all kinde of Conſerues, ſo that ther 
is no kinde of e erchandiſe of all the Wosld, which coulde 
be demaunded, but it ſtould be kound there. Poꝛeouer, it 
tit very quiet, foꝛ that it was ſeituated along the Coaſt, 
the Which lieth almoſt open, and very daungerous ꝛ it is in⸗ 
uironed t let round about with many Oꝛchards, i in which 
are many forts of fruits of that lande, and many hearbes, 
and excellent waters, Allo they haue many Tale tries, 
and other forts of trees, In this lande there is but [mall 
ttoꝛe of Mice, which t is ther & pzincipall victuall, as amongſt 
1 vs our Wibeate is, but there commeth from other places 
K. gueat 
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great aboundaunte thereol, as in like manner there doeth of 
other victualls. The Citie is great, and all the boufes be of 
ſtraw, (onely the houſes of their dolls, Chappels, and the 
Mings houſes except) which are of lyme and fone, and co⸗ 
uered with tyle,foz none but they are permitted by theyꝛ 
lawes to haue anpe other manner of building then with 
ſtrawe. It was inhabited by Gentiles of lundꝛy ſects, and 
by Mores which were great Perchaunts, and fo rich, that 
ſome of them had fiftie hips. There is no luch feafon of 
Winter, but that there may lye in that Barbour fire hun⸗ 
dꝛed ſhippes. They haue there a ſhoꝛe Whether they do cas 
ry them with {mall trauaile, foꝛ that they be made without 
nailes, ſowed with ropes of Cayro, and pifched vpon, they 
haue no quiell, but are flat bottomed.

A Oy D2 that this Citie was of fo great a trade, 

KS and alfo the Countrey round about, ſo in⸗ 

A babited, which increaſed fo largelye the 
Kings rents, it came to patle, that he grew 
odo be fo rich of money, and lo mightie in 


power by multitude of people, that in one 
daye he was able to leauie and make in a readineſſe thirfic 
thouland fighting men, and in thee dapes ſpace, one hun⸗ 
dꝛed thouland. They called him Samoryn, which in they2 
tongue is Emperour, for fo he was among the Rings ol 
Malabar, and there were no moze but two beſide him:that 
is to fay the Ring of Coulan and the Ring ol Canauor : 
Foꝛ albeit the others were called Rings, vet were they 


not ſo. 4

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This Bing of Calycut was a Bramene 5 a8 others his 
Pꝛedecelſours alla were, which amongſt the Malabars are 
Pꝛieſts, andfo that it is a cuſtome and auncient oꝛder ob⸗ 
lerued, that all the Rings doe dye in one Pagode, which is 
the houſe of pꝛaiers to their Idolls, he is elected fo2 that 


cauſe, fo2 al wayes in the fame houle there muti be and is, 
a Bing to lerue thoſe Idolles, and when he that ſerueth

Thele 
things and daies, thus done and paſt, the noble men of the 
Countrie doe cauſe him to bee (woꝛne, to all (hole lawes k 
cuſtoms, which were made by his pꝛedetelſour, and to pay 
all his debts: Alſo that her ſhall trauaile to reconer what⸗ 
ſoeuer things of his Bingdome before were lof: This oath 
be taketh hauing bis finwzde in his lelte hande, and in tho 
right bande a Candle burning, which bath a ring of golde 
Dppon it, which be toucheth with two ok bis fingers,and fo 
taketh his dath.

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The king of Calicut and all the other kings of Malabar, 
haue one eſpeciall man that bath the charge fo2 adminiſtra⸗ 
tion of iuſtice, and doth command ¢ is obe ed in all other 
matters of gonuernement as amplie as the king bimfelfe , 

The men of warre which the king of Calicut ¢ the other 
kings haue, are Nayres, which be all Gentlemen, and are 
nene e to no other office oꝛ affaires, but to fight when 

de requireth , Thep be all Gentiles, and carrie their ar⸗ 

He ur Wherewith they fight thentfelues , which is bowes, 
arrowes, ſpeares, daggers made like a hoke, and targets, 

and march with them verp honourably and gallantlp, but 
they goe naked, carrieng onelp certeine linnen cloth of cote 
ten painted, with the which they couer themſelues from 
the girdle to the kner, they are bare foted:and weare vppon 
their heads certeine to wels. They all liue by the king, and 
by the noblemen of the countrie, okt whome they haue oꝛdi⸗ 
narie ſtipends and allowaunce foz their maintenaunce: 
They doe fo greatly effeeme and make account of thep2 
gentrie, and of their cleanlineſſe, that they will not touchꝛa⸗ 
ny hulbandman, neither permit any of them to come into 
their houles. The hulbandmen are bound when they goe 
in the trates to crie with a lowde voyce, and ſaye, Hoo 
they goc,fo2 if theſe Gentlemen doe come, and bid them 
goe out of the wap, and they doe not obey their commaun⸗ 
dement therein: then may they kill them: The king cannot 
make Gentlemen, except they be of the ftocke ol Gentle⸗ 
men. They Crue very well and faithfully, with them of 
whome they haue their interteinment, and vnder whoſe 
obeplaunce they liue, not ſparing by night noz daie, anye 
oppoztunitte t of time foꝛ ſhewe of their beft indeauour in 
ferutce of the lame, noꝛ making anye account of meat 
02 of theyꝛ perfon 02 “of fleepe, whenſoeuer their trauell oz 
dilligence, may take effect oꝛ purpofe of well doing. They 
haue fo ſmall charge and occaſion of expence, that with 
balfe a crotune a perce (which is their oꝛdinarte allowance 
foꝛ one moneth) they may very well and lutkiriently, maine 
teine ede AN wach of chem a bape to lerue i 
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The Nayres by the law of the country, cannot mar ty, and 
fo2 that cauſe they haue no childꝛen certain, but thoſe which 
they haue are begotten of Lemmans, with which thee oꝛ 
kowꝛe of them do lie, by accord € agreement had and deter⸗ 
mined amongeſt themſelues, bauing one woman onelpe to 
ſerue that purpoſe, vnleſſe any cauſe oꝛ quarrel! groe as 
mongeſt them, and euerye one ok them ſhall be with her a 
whole daie, accompting from the one halfe of the daye pꝛe⸗ 
ſent wherein he commeth, to the other halfe of the dap next 
following, at which time he departeth from bers, and then 
tommeth another, who continueth the lyke time: Thus 
they pale ouer and ſpend their life time without care and 
trouble of wile and childzen : They mainteine their lem⸗ 
mans verie well accoꝛding to their degrees and birth. And 
if any of them will at any time leaue and koꝛſake her, they 
map at their pleafure doe it, and likewiſe the mape refute 
anye of them at her will. Theſe women are all Gentle⸗ 
women foꝛ the Nayres maye not take anye Countrie wo⸗ 
men, and they allo doe not marrie: And for that there bee 
fo many men fo one woman, they take not them fo2 theyꝛ 
childꝛen which ber begotten of her, although the fame ber 
Ike vnto them: and therefoze they brothers childꝛen, doe 
inherit their land and haue their gods: This lawe that 
thefe Gentlemen ſhpulde not marrie, the king oꝛdeined and 
made, koꝛ that they hauing no wiues noꝛ childꝛen, on whom 
they ſhould haue care and fire their loue, might the better 
indure the Warres, and live at moze libertie to ſerue in the 
fame, . 
And betauſe they are Gentlemen, and that they cheuld 


be the moꝛe animated and incoura o liue in that oꝛder, 

and fo ſerue well, they be fo seg tat none of them Ike Cali- 
dnn be impꝛiloned foz any tauſe, noꝛ be put to death by a

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Then will the king, hauing true information of anx ol theſe 
offentes, gine out his warrant in Weiting vnder his owne 
hand, directed to one Nayre, commaunding him therbp, that 
he with tina 02 thꝛer other, doe koꝛthtwilh Kill the Nayre, 
that bath lo ockended and ünned contrarie to the Lamp 
vertue of which warrant, they hew and cul him with their 
words, whereldeuer they doe kinde hum, and when he is 
dead, thep hang bpon him ibe kings Wiiting⸗ko the end that 
all men map knoln and vnderſtaud wherefore they killed 
him: Thele Nuyres cannot take their weapons, noꝛ enter 
into anp combat, beloꝛe they be armed knights: when they 
atteine to tye age of leauen peares, thep bee forthwith let to 
klearne to plap at all weapons, x to the ende then ſhould ber 
verp perkoct, their Mailters doe bale and melt the ioyntes 
of their armes, and alter ward then teache them their fence 
(uch as be apt fo the ſame: The weaponnes that are 
molt vſed amongeſt them be Swords and Targets. 
The Maitkers which teach them, be graduats in the Wea⸗ 
pons Which they teach, and they ber called in their Tange 
age Panycaes. They be reuerenced amongeſt the Nayres, 
euery ſcholler of theirs whatlaeuer, althaugh he be olde, 2 
if her be a great noble man, hall at all times When he feth 


im, doe to him reuerence and woꝛſhip, and this by latve is 
oꝛdeined: and further all of them are bound to fake at their 
hands a leffon two monthes in euern peate during ther: 
liues: By reaſon whereok they be very perfect and kkilful 
in theyꝛ weapons, and fog that caule they greatly eſteenie 
of themlelues. 8 e 
Ulhen any of them will he an armed knight, her then 
goeth well accompanied with all his kinred and friends, ¢ 
pꝛelenteth bimfelfc befoze the king, ko whome he firſt offe⸗ 
reth thꝛeꝛlcoꝛe Fannons of golde, which tefa certeine kinde 
of money amounting to the value of three crownes.

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hand vpon his head, faith certaine woꝛds as though be wold 
pꝛap ouer bim, Which be vitereth lo foftly,as none can heare 
the lame. Alter ward be imbꝛateth him, fatengin his lan⸗ 
guage thele woꝛds folowing, which in our tongue doth lig⸗ 
nifie oꝛ meane: Haue a regard to keepe theſe Bramenes 
and their Kine. This being done, the Nayre doth fall down 
and woꝛſhip the Ring, and from thence forth he remaineth 
made Bnight. Thele Nayres when they peelde themlelues

to nate ehe we fhould be receiued, betauſe we wer 
Chꝛiſtians, beleuing allo p the people there wer chꝛiſtened: 
€ whenthis baniſhed man was landed, ther came immedi⸗ 
atly a great number of people fo fe him as a ſtranger:they 
al ked of the Malabars which went with him, what he was? 
Tho aun wered, that they deemed him to be a Moe, and 
that he came with thoſe which are in the thꝛee ſhippes they 
doe fv without the Barre at Ankoꝛ. Withereof they of Ca- 
lycut greatly meruailed, fo2 that bis apparrell was far dif⸗ 
ferent from that which the Moꝛes p come from p ſtraights, 
dos ble to weare. Thus flocked about him much people, € 
ſome that had the Algarauia tongue, ſpake vnto him, but he 
hauing no underſtanding thereof could not noꝛ did make a⸗ 
ny aunſ were oꝛ ſpeaches vnto them, at which allo they in 
like manner greatly meruailed, fo2 that being a Mare (as 
they deemed) he did not vnderſtand the Algarauia language:

Way he had gone and trauailed, that he was come to this 
place: wherevnto the banithes man aunlwered ¢ told him, 
ſye wing allo, how many ſhips the Oenerall had ther, wher⸗ 
at Bontaybo meruailed, and wondꝛed how they could come 
by dea thether. Then he al ked him what they fought to 
farce oft: And he auntwered that they came to fene Chei⸗ 
Klans and ſpitas. Mozcauer Bontaibo al ked why d Hings 
ok Fraunce and Spaine, k the Duke ol Venice did nat allo 
lende thether; Nuhereto the baniſhed man made annfiwere, 
thats) Ring of Portingale would not giue bis conſent they 
chould ſa doe: Bontaybo replieng thereto, ſapde, that he did 
well € wiſelp therein, Thus hauing talked a while, he gaue 
him very gad entertainment, and commaunded to glue him 
_certaine Cakes, made of the flower of Wibeate, which the 
Malabars do tall Apeszand with the fame bonnie, After be 
had well eaten, zontaybo aduiſed him to go to the chips, 1 
fain he would goe with him, (as invade he did ko ſer p Cap⸗ 
ktaine general. And being come to the Admiral Which was 
then entered, zontaybo then began to fay to the General in 
SDpenich: God lucke, god lucke, many Rubies, any Eme⸗ 


kaulds: thou art bound ko giue great thankes to God, .fo2 
that be bath brought thee where there is all kinde and ſoꝛts 


ol ſpices, ſtones, and all the riches of the worlds. 
Mhen they hearde him fo faye, they all meruapled

Ok this minde were all the reſt of the compas 
mie, vnto whome the Captaine Generall aunlwered, that 
although he knew o2 did önderſtand y by his comming tt:

be Would lettle a kriendchip and trade there, and to haue

And after that they had gone in this riuer about a league, 
and that along the ſhoꝛes ſide, they ſaw lieng a ground ma⸗ 
ny great ſhips, the Captaine generall with the Catnall bes 
ing dilimbarked, did returne to their Andoꝛs, and following 
their wape, there reſoꝛted alwayes about them khoulardes 
sgf people to ſee them, wherein they take luch a kelicitie that 
the very women alſo with their childꝛen hanging at thep2 
backes, did not feele the wape thep went in, lollowing to 
fad their eyes From this place which J haue made menti⸗ 

on of, the Catuall did carrie him vnto a certaine Pagode of 
their Idolls, into which when they were entred, he told him 
that the lame was a Church of great deuotion, which the 
1 generall belceued to be true, x to be {ome church of 
the Chꝛiſtians, x therfore he gaue the moꝛe credit there unto, 
tie rather foꝛ that he law p auer the pꝛincipall doꝛe therof, 
there hanged ſeuen little bells, x aloꝛe the fame there was a 
pillsur made of wier, the which was as high as the mall of 
a ſhip, vpon the top thereot there Lave a wether cock, made 
like wiſe of wier.

Others ther wer had foure armes, x therwith wer 
fo ill fauoured, that they lermed to be very diuells, b which 
fight made our men ſtand in doubt, whether the fame Wer a 
Church of Chꝛiſtians oꝛ no. Being come afore the Chappel 
Which Tod in p midſt of their Church, they perteiued 5 the 
lame had a certain little rote, made much after p manner of 
a tower, p which was allo builded ok free ſtone, k in a parte 
of this rofe ther was a doze made of wire, by d which a ma 
might enter into it:the going vp to the lame lower, Was bp 
a faire of ſtone: within this tower, which indeed was ſome⸗ 
What dark, was inclofed in y wall a certain Image p which 
our men beheld a far off, foꝛ p they would not ſutẽer thé to 
go neere p lame ſaieng 5 ther was none p could go thether, 
but thole p wer Catres, howbeit they made a ſigne to the ⸗ 
mage, naming p fame our Ladp, gining therby to vnderſtãd 
that it was hir Image.

And for that the wing 
was ſomewhat chaunged, as J haus (aid, againſt the Capa 
faine Generall, he did not commaund him to come into his 
pꝛelence in thae houres acter his comming to the Courte, 
and then commaundemont was ginen ther ſhould come he 
“moze in with the Emballadour but two of his olune men, 
with the tubich he was olfended, loꝛ b he thought the fame 
ſeperating from his men, was not meant well, did therfoꝛe 
‘ | carry 
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tarry with him Fernan Martine, and one Diego Dias, the 
which was his Secretary’. Weing come Where the Ring 
was, he did not receiue him ſo well as at the frit time, but 
ſaid vnto him with a ſeuere countenaunce, that he had tar⸗ 
ried foꝛ him all the day befo2e, and he came not. The Caps 
taine generall aunſwered, that he did deferre his comming, 
koꝛ that he found himſlelfe wearp by relon of the long wap, 
fo2 he was very loath to tell him the cauſe why be ſtaid, foꝛ 
that be woulde not giue the Ring occaſion to talke of the 
pꝛeſent that he would haue font him: But it did well ape 
pearc that the Catuall and the Factoꝛ would not haue hin⸗ 
dnued the lending of the fame vnto the Ring, but fo p they 
well knew, he would haue made ſmall account thereof. And 
allo they mutt of force haue told him that they bad ſerne the 
fame. Peuertheleſle it goulde not be excuſed, but that the 
King {pake onto the Captaine generall thercof immediate⸗ . , 
ly ſaieng: how that he had tolde him that he was belong⸗ quarrell. 
ing to a great and rich Ring, and pet he bꝛeught no pres lech vith . [TY 
fent from him, but an Emballage of friendſhip onelpe, and the Cop⸗- 18 
therefoꝛe he could not tell what friendſhip he wonlde haue b 
with him, ſince that he did fend him nothing. Unto this te 
Captaine generall did aunſwere, that there was no maruel 
that he did bꝛing him nothing, for that he came net in al 
ſuraunce that be ſhould miete with him. But now ſince that 
he bath leene him he Mould well perceiue what his Ring ¢ 
PMaſter will hereafter ſende him, ik ſo be that God wil care 
him leaue to carrp nelves of this his diſcouery . And ik lo 
be that he will giue credite to his Letters which hee did 
bꝛing with him, be Mall then fe what the Bing doeth 
fend him woꝛd of. The Ring in ſkerde ol demaunding his 
Letters, aſked him whether the Eing his Maſter did lende 
him to dilcouer ſtones oꝛ men, and if fo be that he did fend 
him to diſcouer men, how doth it chaunce then that bee ſent 
him no pꝛeſent. And fince that it is manikeſt that her had 
bꝛought him nothing he ſapd as then that it was told him 
that he had a Sancta Maria in golde, regueſling of him the 
flame.

The Captaine generall was partly aſhamed fo fe the 
Ring lo altered, foz that he had not bꝛought him a pꝛeſent ; 


And now mozeouer to demaund without all honeſtie that

his Countrey. The King did not reply vpon this anſwere, 
but demaunded thole Letters the which the King had ſentk 


him: whereof the one was in the Portingale tongue, the 
other in the Arabian language. Theſe he tolde him were 
ſent in this ozder,fo2 that the King his Waller did not know 
whether of thefe two langauges was vnderſtode in his 
Countrey. CUberefore he deſired that ſince the Portingale 


language was not vnderſtod in his Countrep but the Ars - 


bian, and that there were Chꝛiſtians of the Indias that did 
vnderſtand the lame, one of thoie might read his Letter, and 
the rather fo2 that the Poꝛes are enimies to the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, ok whom he was afeard, leaſt that they ſhould chaunge 
the ſenſe thereok. The ising commaunded them fo to ber 
read: howbeit there could be founde no Indian that coulde 
read the lame, oꝛ at the leaſt would ſhew himſelke that her 
tould read them. The Captaine generall ſceing that there 
was no other remedy, but » the Bowes mull needs read the 


ſame, was dziuen then to requeſt the Ring, that Bontaybo 


might be one of them. This was done, foꝛ pas he thought

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ers from many places of the woꝛld thetber ko buy p lame. 
And therefoꝛe if is be he will gine him licerte to fenve foa 
the lame, that then he wil ſend bute him krom his kingdome 
many things which he bath nat in his, as his Captains ge⸗ 
nerall and Emballadour will tell him. And ik lo bee that 
with thole things he were not plealed, he Will lende him 
money both of golde and Glucr te buy them withall, ¢ how 
that as well of his Perchaundize as of the monep,p Cap⸗ 
taine general could chew him part. The Ming hearing this, 
as he was defirous that fo2 the increale of his rents there 
ſhould come many Merchaunts tuto Calycut, ſhewed him⸗ 
ſelk to be wel plealed with this letter, z alſo made vnto the 
Captaine generall a better countenaunce then he did bekoꝛe, 
€ alked him what Merchaundize ther were in bortin gale. Be 
named many, chewing how that of all he had bꝛaught with 
him part, and allo of their money, requefting him licenſe 
to goe abm2d fo2 the ſame, and in the meane while be wold 
leaue in his lodging foure oꝛ flue of his men. The king gi⸗ 
uing moꝛe credite to that which be ſpake, then to that the 
Pores had told him, ſaid vnto him, p he might go in a god 
houre, x carie his men with him, foꝛ there was no necellitie 
‘that they ſhould remaine a lande, x that he ſhould being his 
Perchandize, ſell them as well as he could. Tdlith this tye 
cenſe he remained well content, koꝛ (as he ſaw p Ring male 
him at the fief an ill countenance) ſo he thought p he wold 
not haue giuen him b lame, æ with this licenfe be went firſt 
to his lodging, being by b Rings commandement acconpa⸗ 
nied with the Catuall: and foꝛſomuch as that dape was ail 
ſpent, he would not goe aberd that night. Nd

not time fo leaue him, whereas if fo be that they hadde 
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not accept his offer, but rather requeſted him foꝛ one of his 


Andoꝛs, the which he fent him immediately, and on the lame 


he went to Pandarane, and all his men case after him on 
fte. There went to beare him company many Neyres, the 


Catuall did rentatne in Calicut, and when the Pores had 


notice that he ſhould there ſtaye, and that the Captaine ge⸗ 


nerall was gone towards bis ſhips, ſuppoſing that he went 


fo. altogether, were ſoꝛe amazed therewith, wherevpon the 
Moes fake occaſton to goe to the Catuall, with large of¢ 
fers of money to puriue the Captaine generall, and onder a 
fained pꝛetence to lap hands vpon him and to take him pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, foꝛ that they would finde occaſion to kill him:and he 
by this meanes ſhoulde remaine in no kault thereof at all. 
And albert that the King would puniſh him foꝛſomuch as be 
did keepe him pꝛiloner, pet they would not feare but to get 
him his pardon, Talith this bꝛibe and pꝛomiſe he did depart 


immediateip, and went in ſuch balk after him, that hee pale 


by our men which did remaine behinde the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall, ſoz that thep were not able to goe much, by reaſon of 
the heate. The Catuall hauing ouertaken the Captaine ges 
nerall, aſked him why he did make fo much haſt, oꝛ tober he 


wer now running awap:this was ſpoken by ſignes, d which 


the Captaine generall did vnderſtand, who aunlwered him 
allo by fignes that he did runne away to five the heat. And 
being come fo Pandarane, foz that his men as pet did not 
appeare, the Captaine generall tolde the Catuall that her 
would not goe into the village, vntill his men were come, 
and there he tarried foꝛ them in a houſe, wherein he reſted 


bimielfe from the raine: howbeit they came not vntill it 


was almoſft Sunne let, foꝛ fo long he did tarry foꝛ them bes 
cauſe they had loſt their wave. But after that they were 
come, tye Captaine generali tolde them, that then it was 


come ſoner, her hadde bene as then in his Shippe. 

Wiberedppon, immediatelpe har did demaunde of tho 
Catuall a Boate 02 Pinnace for to goe aboꝛde in, who 
fo2 that pe pretended an other thing, aun ſwered 
e N e uae 5 him, 
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bin, that it was berye late, and that the (bippes did ride 
karre, and going in the night he might mille them, and ther⸗ 
foꝛe that it were a great deale better to tarie vntill ö nert 
dap. To p which the Captaine generall made him a plaine 
anlwere, that if f be that he would not gine him an Al- 


madias 02 Pinnace, he woulde immediatlp returne to the 


king € complain vpon him, foꝛſomuch as the king had ſent 


him to his ſhips, and he would fame to fay him, lohich 


was very ill done, ſince that he was a Cheiſtian as they 
were. This was ſpoken with ſuch a coulour as it he wold 
haue returned to Calicut . The Catuall fo2 to diſſemble 


be would gine him thirtie Almadias , if be woulde haue 
fo many. Mowbeit he tolde him that he did counſell him 
foꝛ the beſt, and to remaine. But it fo be that he would goe 


he was contented therewith. Thus on one parte he ſent 


to fake out Almadias o2 Pinnaces, and on the other part 
tommaunded the owners ok the fame to hide themſelues

wold fend to take his boats, with all thoſe that were with 


him in the ſame, Gonſallo Peres With the other went about 


that buſineſſe whileſt the Catuall went in the meane ſea⸗ 
for fo leaferly to pꝛouide fo2 this boat, that the night dꝛew 
on, ſo that it was thre houres within night cre he coulde 


heare of any thing what be had done, and what fo2 that & 


alſo to tarrve the comming of thule that went to Ni- 
cholas Coello, the Captaine Generall was the willinger 
to fay there that night. Aller that the Catuall had placed 


the Generall in a Po: os hauſe, kolde him that he woulde 
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goe fo lecke ont Gonfallo Peres, the other two that went 
With him. Potubeit he came not backe till it was the moꝛ⸗ 
ning. And as tone as the Captaine General had fight or 
him, inmunediatly he required a boate fo2 to goe in vnto 
bis chippeg. Wut as lone as the Catuall heard him, he then 
fuatte bnto his Nayres that were khere pꝛelent in his lane 


guage, uh atterinard willed the Captaine Senerall fo che 


maunde his ſhips to be 
that being done he ſhou 


bought nere vnta the Hoare, and 


ade haue licenſe to goe his wave, 


ned.

With this the Captaine General was fometwhat afearde,

To the which ſhewing 
himſelke to be therewith offended, he made anſwere that it 
fa be that they would not let him go, that then he wold re⸗ 
turne ko the king of Cahcut,and make his complaint, who 
ik then he would ſtey him in his countrie, p then he would 


be verie glad ta dwel in the fame. The Catuall therevpon 


willed him fo to do, z to aoe to the king fo make his conte 
plaint, but vet foꝛ all his laieng he would not tonſent thers 
Into, koꝛ that he had commaunded the Dares ok his lodging 
to be kept ſhut, placing within the lame ſundzy Nayres with 
their weapons. And ik fo that any of our men Would goe 


foꝛth, there were appointed many of the enimpes fo with⸗ 


ſtand them. Peuertheleſſe it was Gods pleaſure that the 
Catuall durſt not venture to kill the Captaine Generall, 


noꝛ pet any of his men fo: all that the Pes hadde bꝛi⸗ 


bed him with a great ſumme of monep, and foꝛ all that hes 


{was in great credit with the king, ſoꝛ be ſtode in bt 
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feare thereat, that he Dori not doe it. 
The cauſe why he required the ſhippes to be bought fo 
the ſhoare fide was, foꝛ that they being there, the Mazes 
might the better laye the fame a boꝛde, and fo take them 
and kill all thofe that were within them, which thing fo: 
that it did fo manifeſtip appeare ta the Captaine General, 
he would not commaund the Shippes to bee bꝛought anpe 
neerer . And alſo fo2 that the fame was fo apparaunt 
vnto the others of his men that were with him. They 
gaue him counfaile not to deale therein. The Catu⸗ 
all ſeeing that he would not commaunde thole Shippes fo 
bee bꝛonght neere the fhoare 5 and. fo2 that there was no 
caule to ſfape him oꝛ offer him any wꝛong, and (eing that 
her could not kill him, did then beginne to requeſt him to 
being bis Sailes and the Rudder of the Shippes a lande. 
Mith that the Captaine Generall beganne to laugh, lay⸗ 
eng, that he would neither doe the one, noꝛ pet the other,

noꝛ vet condeſcended to any of the other his requeſt. And 
for that bee thought that it was but a follpe to keepe him 
pꝛiſoner, thereby the rather to conſtraine him to doe it, it 
was Gods pleaſure to put him in the head to ſette him at 
lpbertie, ſoꝛ feare leatt that the king ſhoulde knowe there⸗ 
of, foꝛ that he gaue him free lpbertie to goe to his ſhippes.

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kouching their Merchants, pꝛomiſing not withſtanding, that 
be would not let to be at his commaundement with all the 
whole Fleet. Then the king ſeemed to be very greatly offers 
ded foꝛ that which they had vone to p Captaine general, in⸗ 
ſomuch as be had ſent him onto his ſhippes. But foꝛ all 
that the Catuall went vnpuniſhed, although he lent the 
Captaine Generall woꝛde, that he would puniſh thole that 
had fo vſed him, which out of doubt were naughtie chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, ſo that it did well appeare that it grieued him berpe 
much to heare thereof, And as touching the Perchaundile 
he pꝛomiſed to lende thether ſuch as choulde buye the 
lame, as bee did inderde ſeauen oꝛ eyght Werchauntes, Which 
are Gentiles Guſarates, and with his Factour bee ſent a 
Nayre, which was a pꝛincipall honeſt man, to the intent 
hee might remaine in the Factozye with the Fackour, to 
whome her gaue commaundement diligentlpe to beware 
that there ſhoulde not come any Mazes fo kill him. 
Wut fo betauſe that this was done but vnder couloure 
that the Pwꝛes ſhoulde not ſerme to ſubboꝛne the Mer⸗ 
chauntes, they bought nothing, but rather did abate the 
pꝛice, of the which the Poꝛes were verve gladde, and laid, 
that nowe it did well appeare that they were not alone 
that woulde not buye of theyꝛ Perchaundiſe, pet fo2 all that 
ther durſt come no Dore to the Factorie,thep once hauing 
notice that there was placed Nayre by the kinges com⸗ 
maundement And it fo be that befoze they did not abide o2 
loue vs, they ten times woꝛſe loued vs alter warde, ſo that 
whenſoeuer any of our men ſhould come a land, they retei⸗ 
ued the fame as an iniurie done vnto them, ſpitting on the 
ground, ſaieng: Portingale, portingale. But our men which 
vnderſtode their meaning did laugh thereat, to the ende 
thereby they might fe howe little they did efteme their 
doinges, fo2 ſo the Captaine Generall commaunded them 
fo doe. Nowe percetuing that there was none that would 
birpok the Merchants, he ſuppoled the cauſe to be for that 
they lay in a place where there were no Merchaunts, 
And therfoze fuppofing. that if fo be that they were in Cali-

our men did beſtow amongſt them part ok that they carted; 
which were bracelets or Bꝛaſſe of Copper, ewter, and 
apparell, which they carried to fell in Calicut, oꝛ anye other 
place, where they might goe as quiet as in Liſhborne- 
Arom the lande there went abwꝛd both iſher men ¢ Gens 
files: to fell their Fiſh y Cocos and Hennes, which they gaue 

in trucke ol bil ket and for ready money. Others ther wer 
that went thether with their childꝛen, who carried nothing 
with them to ſell, but only their going was to fe aur ſhips. 
The Captaine generall was verp glad of their comming € 
tommanded to giue them meate: this he did fox to increaſe 
the friendſhip bet weene the King of Calicut ¢ them. Alter 
this oꝛder, the thips wer neuer without lome, x thole p wer 
there, remained till ſuch time that night dꝛew on, and then 
they were bid to gos their waye. Alter this (oat they ſpent 
their time till it was the r. day of Augulk, the which was

The Captaine generall perceiuing the 
mes quietnetie of the people and Countrep,; and the familparitie 
they bicd with our men, and how quictiy they went in Ca⸗ 
licut, without receiuing either hurt of the Moores 02 of the 
Nayres, did credibly beleue-that this came to paſſe, foꝛ that 
the Ring of Calycut would haue peace and friendſhip with 
the King his Paſter, was the occafion that almoſt in the 
moneths that dur men had trade in Calycut they did receiue 
no manner hurt, either of the oꝛes oꝛ ot the Nayres, Be 
did therfoꝛe determine to eſtablich the Jaäctoꝛie which was 
there, with all ſuch Perchandize as he had lefte at that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent (although the leaſt parte thereof was ſolde) for that 
there was now layde a god foundation 62 ground wonꝛke, 
foz the next voyage When it ſhuld pleate the Lina his Pa⸗ 
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fler to ſende againe, and ik it might pleaſe God lo giue him 
life, that he might bꝛing him newes of this Dilcouerie, lo 
that it ſhould not be needfull to make any new confent oꝛ az 
grement fo2 the Factoꝛie. And by the counſaile of his Caps 
taines and of the other Pꝛincipalis of bis ſhips, he ſent ons 
fo the Ring of Calicut à pꝛeſent, of ſ karfes of ſundꝛy cous 
lours, of ſilkes, TCoꝛalls and other things, which was caried 
vnto him by Diego Dias, deſiring the Ring to pardon him, 
loz that he was fo bold as to ſend him that pꝛeſent, confides 
dering he did the fame loꝛ no other purpoſe, but onelpe to 
ſhew what ſeruitour he was of his, who is and will bee als 
wapes at his commandement, which was the occafion that 
he ſent it, and not foꝛ that he thought that things of fo ſmal 
valew, were of ſufficient dignitie, fo2 to repꝛeſent a Bing 
withall of fo great a power as he was, And if ſo be that he 
had in his cuſtodie, that which he might elteeme oꝛ think to 
be of a moꝛe woꝛthie peicesbe would ſende it with a better 
god will. And foꝛ that the tune now dꝛew nere p he deter⸗ 
mined to depart, he oꝛdained fo2 the ſame, and alſo if ſo bee 
that he did minde to ſend any Embaſſadour to the King his

a —— by this meanes as he iudged the nert fleet 
that the king his maiſter fhould lend, would rum in great 
daunger. owobeit perteiuing that it lay not in his power to 
do any moꝛe, he was therfore contented onelp vuth the dil⸗ 
touerv, and to haue knowne the Indias, x ot their nauigati⸗ 
on, x what was commodious for the Countrie, and to haue 
bꝛought with him from thence examples of the ſpices, deugs, 
and pꝛecious ffones , as allo of all other thinges that were 
within the fame citie. And hauing there no moze to doe, he 
deparked, carrieng with him thofe Malabars Which be had 


made with the fing of Calicut at the returne ofanpe other 
Silat. The Thur (hay after his departure, being in calme a 
ſeagus of from Calicut, there came towarde him fo p num⸗ 
ber ok lx. Tonys full of Souldiers, by the which the king of 
Caualicut thought to haue taken them, who leeing them conte 
ming commaunded his oꝛdinaunte to be thot of at them, r 

that oltentimes, and if he had not done ſo, they would haue 
put him in greate daunger fo2 that they folloived him 
an houre and a halle. And by realon ok a Motive of 
raine which came vpon a feneine, the Captaine Generall 
Was dꝛiuen a fea bord with all his Floete, æ in the means 
while the enimies lledde their wape, and bearing his 
courte towards Mylinde in great calmes, & that along tho 
coat, thought god ¢ conuenient although d king of Calicut 
had abuled him lundꝛy wales, that fo2 the necellitie 5 thoſe 
that fhould returne to Calicut, ſhould haue of his friendlhip 
and kauour ko receiue fron: thence theyꝛ lading of Spices, 

to ble as it were ſome friendibip with them, ſince that the 


tongue, 


tongue, which was penned in that language by Eontaybo, 
in the which he did craue pardon for the carrieng awave ob 
fhofe Malabars with him, which was done fo2 no other in⸗ 
tent then that tgey Tyoulve be as Witneſſes ol that the 
which he had diſcoucred, as before her had ſent him woꝛde. 
And for that he lekteno Factoꝛie in calycut (the which he 
was ferric for) was for feare leaſt that the Modes ſhoulde 
kill him, wich was allo the aceafion that he was not ol⸗ 
ten times a land. Pet koꝛ all that he did not leaue put 
wanlde bee alwapes at his tcommaundement, ſince that 
the klug his Maiſter would be gladde of his kriend hippe, 
aud ald kwthwith wooise lende him in his gilete 
greate abundaunte ot all fuch merchaundile as he doth, des 
maund fo, hy the trade khat front hence forth pee ſhoulde 
haue With tye Portinzales in his Citie, would redound vn⸗ 
to him gveat pꝛoſit. This letter was delinered onto one ok 
the Malabars to carry the lame a land fo the place where it 
was cõ m ed to be deliuered Ann alter werd ge knew ß the 
fame was Wlindred to b king onCahcnt Then p Captaine 
general going forward in his rourſe, x thabalong the coalk, 
on the reve Thurlday alter, he fell amen 


nat certeine rocks 
With all his Flerte, and from one ol them that was inha⸗ 
bited there came forth und zy Peinnaces Wilh men: Within 
the lame to Gell them Fiſhzand other viduals, The Cap 
kaine Genesall did receine them veuy turteoul y, who cam⸗ 
maunded to give them both ſhirts and other things, ol the

This voung man did carrie our men 
Within a certeine riuer, e ſhewed them molt excellent twas 
ter the which iſcued out bet werne certeine rocks and foꝛ his 
pames they gaue him a red night cap. The nert moꝛning 
following there tame from the land loure others in a lmall 
baate a bod the Captaine Generall, which brought with 
them to fell many gourds and Coweombers, and they wer 
demaunded by the Generall whether there were in that 
Countric any Cmamen oz Pepper. They aunſwered that 
there was nothing but Cinamon, and fo2 that he was det 
vous fo fre the fame, he leut with them tive ol his men, tie Cinawon 
which at their return bꝛeught wethem two grerne boughs 
of certeine trees which ther doe take to be the lame, repoz⸗ 
ting that thereof there Was a great grone, howbett the fame 
was wilde, And at their reloune there came wih them 
moe then 20, ol that Countrie men, vuhich bꝛought lo fell 
bens, gaurds, x Coines mile Alſo they regueſted the Cap⸗ 
taine Generall to ſend with them terte ine of his men, fed 
that ſhoꝛtly alter, ther ſhould retourne with greate ſtoꝛe cf 
dꝛie Cinamon, Hogges, and Hennes, but fo2 all their great 
| offers, he would let none of his men goe, loꝛ that bee feas 
| red leaſt the fame Was ſome treaſon. The wept days after 
| before dinner, our men going a lande to cut wode ſome⸗ 
what karre of , from the plate ſwhere they were, lell on a 
| ſoddeine bppon two Boates, the which lage harde by the 
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The Captaine Generall woulde not immedlatlpe pꝛo⸗ 
cure to knowe what they were, till it was after Dinner, 
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fo2 then he thought to know the ſame. And boing in a re⸗ 
dineſſe to depart, did firſt commaund one of his Parriners 
to go bp to the top, to fe whether that he could diltry any. 
bother vellels a lea bod 02 not, ſuho being there kolde him 
that he had ſight of eight great ſhips which wer incalmed, 
Huth this newes he leit his going ta fe the others, x put 
himſelte in areadineſſe, the winde was in ſuch loꝛt that it 
mischt ſerue them both, x as they came Within two leagues 
of our Ilerte, the Captaine Generall made toward them. 
The enimies perceiuing that, did immediatlp fipe toward 


the ſhaare And they bearing after this ſoꝛte, was bꝛoken 


the Rudder ol one ol the ame by reafon whereok thole 
that were within the ſhip were foꝛted to go in their boats 
toward the lande. Nicholas Cocllo who was nett to this 
chip, went immodially and layde the lame abwꝛd, thinking 
indeꝛde fo linde in it ſome greate lloꝛe of riches, botnbett

Allo in the fea about the ſapde J⸗ 
land is great ſtoꝛe of fiſh. Befoꝛe that the Moꝛes did vie 
to kralicke to the Indias, the fame was inhabited by Gene 
tiles, in the which there were gadlp buildings, in elpectall Anfadina | 
their Ragodes Was a godlꝑ thing And after thatthe wars ferfaken 
which came from the red lea began to laile that way, they 
reloꝛted thether alwapes to take in their water and awd, 
und did fo abuſe the inhabitants that they could not wel as 
bide the ſame, ſo that they lef their dwellings ther, but be⸗ 
foze their going away, they plucked do wne almolk all their 
Pagods, {a that they left nothing Manding but the verve 
Chappell, the ipke they did to all other their baildings, pet 
fo2 all that thefe Gentiles that wer of the firme land, which 
belong to the king of Narſingas , had to this Pagode ſuch 
deuotion that from thence ther would coe ſund zy kimes to 
make in the ſame their pꝛaiers onte cht black ones’ that 
were lieng in the middeſt of tho ſaid Chappell. 
The and is called Anlandina Which in the Malz 
bars language is called the fue Alandes , fo2 that rounde 
about the lame there lye the other foure . The Cap⸗ 
taine Generall hauing come ta an Sikes | 5 fent Ni- 
cholas Coello with his companpe to diltouer fhe lame, 
who kounde it accoꝛding as afoꝛe is declared „ and 4 
1 place 2 grounde, where they might nowe

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graue their chips And for that the Captaine Cenerall had 7 
a great courte to run, and alto fod that he knew not when 0 
to finde ſo conuenient a placs, he tonſulted with the other { 
Captaines to bꝛing their ſhippes there a ground. The firlt 
They re- ſi ig that they brought. there a groumde, was the Shippe 
paire the which they called Bersio,, And twhilelt they were thus 
110 oteupped, there tame many people to fell them bidualls, 
At which time there came two (mall Wrichentinee that 
hadde out they. Standerds, and Flagges in the toppes of 
thepz Paſtes, and within them they: Trumpettes and 
Dummes, wherevppon they came plapeng, at theyꝛ pleas 
ſure. In theſe Bꝛickentines there tame manye men, and 
they all at the Dare, and along the Hoare flor there were 
other fine which came to fuccour them if they Houlde haue 
ange nede, | 
The Captaine General affer that bee hadde liaht of | 
5 them, had warning giuen him by the Malabars to beware 
bol them, foꝛ that they were rouers, and vnder a couloure 
bol peace, did robbe all that they coulde take. And after 
that hee was entered into his lhippe, her perteiued that her 
might haue taken them ik fo bee that her woulde haue con: 
fented ta lette them fo come abwꝛde him, but hee woulde 
not agree to the ſame. And thereloꝛe as fone as they came 
within Gunne chotte, tommaunded all theyꝛ Oꝛdinaunce 
to be thot at them kram thole two ſhippes that were n 
floate, They kearing this ſhotte, gaue out a loode voice 
trieng, Lambarane, Tambarane, fog ſo they doe call God, 
and with this often Hoting they fledde they? way. i 
Nicholas Coello being as then in his Boate, went afs 
ter them alwapes ſhoting his Oꝛdinaunte, wo purſned 
them lo karre that the Captaine Generall was dꝛiuen to 
put vp his Klage faz a figne her *henlbe ret teurnezund 0 he 


did. 
The next pave after the: Captaine General with all 
his men beeing a tand, working wpon the ſhip called Berno, 
there came in tive litle Varaos to the number ortwelnes men 
of the Tountr ie the which im their apparel ſccmed to 705 of 
8 ome 
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lame cduntchauriec, who bꝛought fo2 a pꝛeſent a bunde s? 

Sugar Canes, and immediately as lone as they bad deus 
red the lane, they altked licenle to que abo and fo fee the f, Ane 
{hive foo that they neuer fay any beloꝛe. The Captains ge⸗ ae 
nerall was greatly offended With this their regurlk, ke by 
that he feared leat that they were (pies : and lohtleſt they 
Were in this talke , there came thether other two Paraos, 
with as many moꝛe men. Thole that came firſt, fing that 
the Captaine generall was ſome what growen in cholar, did 
twill thoſe that came alter ward, not to conte a lande but to 
returne agnine. The chip Berrio being made in a redinelle, 
t after ward that tee Generalls ſhip was brought a ground 
to be new rigged, and hauing a lande about hir, all the other 
Captaines, there came a man in a little Perac, who famep 
to be of the age of foꝛtie veares, and not of that Countrey, 
fo? that he had vpon him a Sabaco of fire Cotten, Which 
reached dowue to his bales, anu about his head a twWeke o2 
to well, which allo conercd part uf his face, and at his gyꝛ⸗ 
dell a Fawcehin oꝛ Skeyne. And alſcone as he leapt a lande; 
he went immediately to imbzate the Captaine generall as 
one that had fene him oꝛ knowen him bekoꝛe, and after the 
ſelle lame forthe vſed the other Captaines, telling them that 
he was a Chꝛillian, and boꝛne in Italy, and that bee was 
bꝛought into that Countrey ok a childe, and that his dwel⸗ 
ling was with a Noble man that was a Poꝛe, called Sa- 
bayo the which was Lord ofa cerfaine Jland called Goa, 
lieng about twelue leagues from thence,and bed forty thou⸗ 
fand hoꝛſemen within the fayn Aland. And fo2 that his ha⸗ 
bitation was amongſt the Moes, he obſerued their late, 
howbeit it was but fo2 an outward ſhew, but inwardly in 
his loule he was a Chꝛiſtian: and being in Sabayos heuſe 
it was tolde him, that there was come by Dea to Caly cut 
tertaine men in ſhips, whereok there was neuer ſeene p like 
in the Indias, and that there were none that bnderſtode 
their language, and allo that their bodies were couered duer 
with cloathes . And when he had vnderſtanding of the 
fame, he immediatelye iudged them to be Frangaes, fo2 fo 
me R. lij. they 
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they do call fhofe that are Chꝛiſtians in that Countrey, and 
fo2 that he was deſtrous fo fee them, had therefore atken ips 
tene of Sabayo,fateng that it fo be that be woulde not gitie 
him licenſe to gee and fee them, that he knewe verve Well 
that he ſhould dye with verp thought and anger: by veaton 
Wwhereof he gaue him licenſe, by whome hee ſent them 
Word, that if lo be that there were in his Countrep anys 
thing p they had neve ol, they ſhuld haue the ſame, in elpe⸗ 
flail ſhippes and victualles. And moꝛcouer, if they woulde 
come and dwell in his Countrey, he would be verp gladde 
thereof, and would giue both them and theirs ſutticient ly⸗ 
ning, with the which they ſhould liue very honourably. 
After that he had ended thus his talke, the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall af ked him perticularly foꝛ the Countrep of sabayo, 
and other things : UAherevppon he requeſted of the Cap- 
taine generail a chele foꝛ to ſende lo a companion of his, 
which remained in the firme Lande, fo2 that it was agreed 
betwerne them, that ik lo be that he were well entertamed, 
that he woulde lende vnto him a token in figne thereok. 
This kinde of dealing made the Captaine generall ſuſpect 


him, notwithſtanding, he commaunded a cheele to be gi⸗ 


nen him, and allo two newe loaues, the Which he ſent to 
his companion as afoꝛeſaide, and he remained alwapes 


talking with the Captaine Generall: His talke was fo 
much, that ſome times her dilcouered himlelle to ber a. 


ſppe 
Paltlo de ia Gama „Which noted the lame, acked of 
tertaine countrep men what bee Was, and they vp and 
folde him, that he was a Kouer , and that he had laide a⸗ 
bape other Shippes, which had bone there brought a 
grounde before that time. The Captaine Seuerall being 
thereof infoꝛmed, commaunded him to be carried abode 
his Hippe, which was then a grounde, and there he cont 
maunded him to ber well whipped ko confelle whether 
that all oꝛ anpe parte of the faine was true that ee had 
tolde him, and alſo what he meant by his comming the⸗ 
‘ther , and whether he were a Wore oꝛ a Chꝛillian „ wha 
13 id atin 
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ok him vp bp his members by a puller, to boil him vp and 


karrie with him vnto Portingale: alfo to be cured verpe 
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auncwered that he was a Chziſtian as he had laid bekoꝛe, al 
the reſt he denied, x thereloꝛe the General fought one other 
moꝛe cruell forment then whipping, which was by hanging 


downe: and by the great paine Which he buffered there, he 
requeſted to be let dowune, for that as thon he would tell 
him the truth: aud being come downe, he declared that hee A notable 
Was a (pie, and was font thether, to dilcouer how mange n 
men the Captaine generall had, and what weapons, foꝛſo⸗ 1 
much as he was ill beloued along all that Coaſt, becauſe 
he Was a Chꝛiſtian. And that there were many Atalayas 4 binde 
92 Foptts placed in euery Baye 02 Rricke to fet vpon dim: of boates 
howbeit they durſt not vntill tuch time as there came the⸗ o called 
ther other Tortie great Meſſells, which were a making in a 
readineſte for to iayne with thoſe that are armed, and fo do 
fet vpon him, and to take him: and thercfoze in the meane 
fpace he was leut fo knome what he tayo, he affirmed al⸗ 
fo , that he knowe not certainelye, when thole koꝛtie fayle 
woulde came. This much he declared alter that he had rez 
‘ceined thꝛce 02 foure toꝛments: all the ref they vnderſtad 
by toniettures, foꝛſomuch as he did not porticularlye declare 
Klip une ein os Otis e e ee e een 
The Captaine generall ſteing that he would declare no 
maꝛze, Was contented with the aduice he had giuen bun, 
And commaunded him to pꝛilon vnder the halches, loꝛ lo 


well, and to giue him ſome refrething bf victualles. Afters 
ward he tolde him that he did not minde to kerpe him pete 
Caner to haue him as his Captiue, but to carte him onto the 
Bing his Malter, to the ende he might tell him ſome newes 
ok the Indias, knowing verve well that he would rewarde 
him. Pow the Captaine generall hauing knowledge ol the 
comming of his enimies, would therekoze fartic no longer 
then whileſt his Hip was new dꝛelling, the which was done 
in ten Bayes. pen 

At this inſtaunk the Captaine generall was offered foꝛ 
the ſhippe, the which ſhippe he had taken of the cight, that 
did 
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did ſet bpon him a thouſand Fanons, but he wold not take if, 
faieng that he wold not fell any thing 5 was his enimies, hy) 
but commaunded the fame to be burnt. The Captaine@ee - 
neralis (hip being ready and the water being taken in, her 5 
immodiatelp Departed vpon the fifth daye of October, and gor 
ing a Sta bord, about a two hundꝛed leagues kram that Bs 
land, then the Bare which he carted with him as pꝛiſoner, 
feing there was no other remedie, ſaid, lhat now he would 
tell him the truth how that inderde he did dwell with the 
Sabayo, to ingot word was brought that the Captain ge⸗ 4 
nerall went wandzing bpon the Seas, as one that knewe 1 
not Where be was, and therefore there was in pꝛeparing a 1 
great Ilerte for to take him. The Sabayo hauing notice 
thereok, commaumded him to gor thether to viſite him, and 
to marke how they went, and allo tof whether that her 
tould bring them to Goa, Which if fo be that he could baing 
fo paſſe, he would as then laye hand bpen them,fo2 that the 
kame went that they were balpaunt, and fo meant to kape 
them to make warres againſt other Kings his next neigh⸗ 
bours. Theſe newes the Captaine Generall was glad to 
beare of, and gaue him from thenceforth better entertain⸗ 
ment, x allowed him both apparell and alfo money, x afters 
Ward he was made a Chꝛiſtian, to tobom he gaue foꝛ name 
A Moore Gaſpar, in honour of one of the tha: Rings, called Magus 
chriſtened Of that name, and for that the Captaine generall was ‘bis 
| God father he gaue him the title ol his ſurname, and lo a

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Ollowing from hence bis courte 
towards Mylynde , Whether bee 
s was minded fo returne to take in 
there an Embaſſadour, be went 
alwapes in cruell ſtoꝛmes, which 
the Captaine generall continuallp 
indured, vntil fuch time he had en⸗ 
fred the goulfe, hauing alwapes 
the winde right againſt him, it 
-  Wwas-the occaſion that the chippes 
made but fmall wap, and therefore it was the longer time 
befo2e he entered the quife, But after that he was entered 
within the ſame, he was again troubled with great calmes, 
which on the Sea is very troubleſome, not only foꝛ the go⸗ 
uerning of their ſhips, but allo with the heat, which is moꝛe 
hurtfull vpon the ſea, then vpon the land, foꝛ that ther is no 
couering to defend the Sunne, whereon with the fame one W 
iv men are ſtitteled vp, as bath bene feene in the voyage to⸗ led vith 
wärd the Indias, And as J fap the winde having courſing the Sunne 
thus with the heates, the fpace ol many dapes together, did oncly. 
akter ward returne and bꝛeake vp in contrary windes to go 
foz ward, and very god to goe backward. Wut the Captaine 
gencrall being loath to go backward, wold pet rather tarie 
kher wher he was, as indeed he did. and when he perceiued 
that the winde was fo great and the Seas went ſo high, 
that there was no tarrieng for him with his ſhippes, then 
was he dꝛiuen of force to keepe the Seas, lometime on this 
boꝛd, and ſometime that, ſo that both he and his men pal⸗ 
fed great troubles, by reaſon they all had inough to doe to 
gouerne their Hips, And hoping that after ſo great ſtoꝛmes 
there would come faire weather, were dꝛiuen onte moꝛe to 
pꝛay foꝛ thoſe great calmes which they had before. And 
when they ſawe that this weather was like to endure ma⸗ 
ny dapes, and that their water beganne to faple them, was 
che occafion that the Captaine Generall commaunded the 
fame to be delivered by oꝛder. dase 
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red ſo long. The Paſters and Pilots of the Flerte were of 
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And going in this necelfitie,and alſo with kowle weather, 
the people began to fall ſicke with a diſeaſe in their guns, 
as they did in the riuer, De buenas Sennales, When as they 
went to Calicut, e alfo their armes and legs did well, bes 
ſides other lwellings which did rife in their bodyes, by rea⸗ 
ſon o a peſtilent finking humour, Which did calt them into 
à laſke, and of this new infirmitie, there dyed to the num⸗ 
ber of thirtie perlons. And after that they began onte to die, 
and had continued this kinde of weather vppon the Seas, 
ther arole fuch a feare amongſt thole that did remain aliue, 


that they fared in the ſame, as it were men amazed, and be⸗ 


lued verelp that they ſhould neuer goe Front thence, fo2 
that as they thought this kinde of weather was alwaxes 
durable there, and that the fame was the cauſe that it indu⸗ 


the lyke opinion, which made the reſt belaue it the foner , 
that by this meanes the crye of all thole that were there, as 
well ok them that were ficke as of the other, was great, 
faieng that fince the weather would not ſerue them to gee 


from thence, vet they requeſted him not to be an ottaſion 
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of their death, but rather conlent fo retourne vnto Calycut, | 1 


oꝛ els to ſome other place in the Indias, and being ther, to 


reteiue what God ſhuld appoint them, rather then to dye in 


thofe ſeas of ſo terrible dileaſes, foꝛ which fher was no like 
lihode of any remedie, in elpeciall hauing lacke of all other 
things, as of bicuals and water, which as then they began 


to want, by reafon that by their long continuaunce in the 


ſaid place was all ſpent. The Captaine generall ſeeing the 
great feare that his men were in, and foꝛ to animate them 
the moꝛe, ſayd vnto them all on this fozte, requeſting them 
to be content, and not to bolue that ſuch weather as was 
there courled by them on that ſoꝛte, was alwapes lpke to 
continue, fo2 if fo bee that it were fo, then there woulde 
be no Pauigation from the Goulph to the Strayghtes of 
Meca, noꝛ fo Mylynde, no vet from anpe other place, 
by the Which they ſhoulde palle: And that it was not vn⸗ 
pollible, but that ther might ſomewhat digreſſe from 
lit g ey | their

their right courſe, and therefore they met with thole calmes 
and windes which they indured , vet thoſe he laide Mould 
haue an ende, and with the fame, their troubles will lyke⸗ 
wiſe ende. 1 5 
But fo2 all this, the Parriners woulde not belerue 
him, for that in this trouble they had continued foure mo⸗ 
nethes, and alſo that there were dead of thep2 kellowes, 
thirtie perſons: fo that there were fo felwe of them remap⸗ 4 0 f 
ning, that there was not to euer ſhip firtene perfons left „ alte 
to gouerne the ſame: and of them there were ſome, that 
were verpe ficke of the diſeale aboue ſapyde. By this 
meanes they fell into ſuch a deſperation, by reaſon that 
lhey thought they choulde gee no further, and as they doe 
affirme, that Paulo de la Gama, and Nicholas Coello, be- 
ing both of them Captaines made agreement each of them 
in theyꝛ Shippes fo the other, that if fo be that there 
woulde come anpe Minde, by the which they might 
retourne into the Indias , that then they woulde lurelve 
doe ſo. | 3 5 
Wering thus determined, bppon a ſodapne there 
came a freſh gale of Minde, with the which the Flerte 
might goe fozivarde , and with the lame in fisteene dayes 
they came within light ol lande, being on a Huedneſday 
the letonde of Febꝛuarpe: at the which the Parriners res 
ioxced in ſuch ſoꝛt that by meanes of the fame, they had 
_ forgotten thep2 troubles fand daungers that they were 
pak, and gaue vnto God great thankes fo2 all his gra⸗ 
cious benefites. ee ee 
And when that they hadde light of the Lande, they 
founde themlelues fo neere vnto it, that the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall gaue commaundement to caſt about into the Sea, 
fo much as might ber thought ſutficient fo2 to ſtape vntill 
the moꝛning, the which being come, they went foꝛth⸗ 
With koꝛ to reknotwlenge the Lande, and foz to fe where 
they were, for that as now there was none that knewe 
the fame, although that one of the poꝛes ſapde, that 
they hadde then taken theyz Courſe directlye towardes

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Monfanbique, which ſtandeth betwerne cerfaine Jlandes,

The 
moꝛning being come he went fo reknowledge the land, and 
came before a godly great Citie, which was walled round 
about and within the lame, very faire and high houles, and 


in the midſt of the fame there was a great Wallatce, which 


tod derp high, and (ented to be of a godly building, all this 
they law verp well out of their ſhips. This Citie is called 
Magadoxo, which Mandeth at the ende of the ſaid goulle in 
the Coaſt of Acthiopia,a hundꝛed € thirfeene leagues from 
Mylynde, the ſcituation whereok J ſhall declare beereafter. 


And koꝛ that the Captaine generall knew the ſame to be a 
Citie of Wares , when as her went along the Coaſt, 


be commaunded to (hote of manpe peces of Oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce, and alfe for that he coulde not tell how karre her 
was from Mylynde, from thence forward he ſtaped in the 


night, becaufe he would not palle the lame. Foꝛthwith, on 


Saturday being the fifth ol Febꝛuarie, lieng ouer againſt a 
village of the Dares, which they call Pate, being a hundꝛed 
and thre leagues from Magado xo, there came from thence 
eight Terradas Which is a certaine kinde of Woates of that 
Countrey, being all full of Souldiours, and made thepz 
Waäpe fraight towarde our Flete, from whence we Hot fo 
manp peces of Oꝛdinaunce, that thep thought themſelues 
happy to haue efcaped by running awape. Ho wbeit our men 
did not followe them fo2 lacke of winde. The next Pun⸗ 
dape following, the Generall arriued at My lynde, and bee⸗ 
ing there, the Ring tent to viſite the Captains General 

with lundꝛpe kreſh victualls, fending him woꝛd alſo, how 
glad her was of his comming . The General! aunfivercd 
him againe , by Fernan Martines, by whome bee fent 
him a Pꝛeſent: and for becauſe of thole that were ficke , 
whome her was deſtrous to haue cured , her tarrped 
there fiue dapes, in the Uhle, time; 5 there died ot 8 
mange. . ,

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at this prefent by the kings licenſe, he cauſed to be fet a 
land a marke, in token ol friendſhip.

As lone as the king or Zenziber hearde that the 
Capfaine Generall was there arriued, he ſent to viſit him 
and fent him great pꝛeſents of the fruits of the country, re⸗ 
queſting him of his kriendſhip, ta the which he agrerd. Ae 


ter all this be departed on the firft of March, and came to 


an Anko2 before the Jlands of Saint George in Monfan- 
bique, and the next dap after he ſent a marke to be erected. 
within that Jlande, where at his going thether he heard 
Malſe, x without any conuerfation with thofe of Monfan- 
bique he departed. And on the third of March he came to 
the Jland of Saint Blaſe, where he ſtaped to take in his 
Water, and to victuall himlelle of Sea woulfes, and of So- 


ltarius, Which they lalted to eate Whileſt they were on te 


ſea, and fo2 the fame they gaue God great thanks. Alter that 


they were departed from thence (being once before putte 


nate with weſterly winds) which blow right againſt them,

All the reſt ol 
this voyage perticularlye what aduentures the Captaine 


lande of Santiago, J coulde not come to the knowledge 
thereok, but only how that as they went neere to the ſame, 
Nicholas Coello to carry the king newes of this dilcoue⸗

$0 the king of Portingꝛle, of the which he went foꝛ Cap⸗ 
taine General, and that bis comming thether was fo2 no 
other purpoſe but onely to ſettle w him a trade & kriend⸗ 
ſhip, fo2 the which it was conuenient fo2 him, to kalle 
with him. Mowbeit he lapde, the king his Water hadde 
commaunded him, that he thoulve not doe it without he 
might fo2 the affurance of his perfon, receine ſome pledges 
fo remaine in the chippes whileſt her was a lande with 
tbe king, and that the one of thofe pleadges ſhould be the 
Catuall of Calicut, and Araxamenoca, the which is I 
one of the pꝛincipalleſt Nayres: And another there went of Cali. 
with Alonfo Hurtado, one that coulde ſpeake the lan⸗ cut ma- 
guage, which ſhoulde declare onto the king the effect of Keth excu

The king being hereof inkoꝛmed meruailed much to geen 
beare that the Captaine general did demand Chole pledges, pledges

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which be did ercuſe to gine, ſoꝛſomuch as they were fickly’ 
¢ olde, howbeit he laid he would gine others that coulde 
better abide the bꝛanneſſe of the ſea. But afterwards her 
did infil very much, not to giue any pleadges at all, koʒlo⸗ 
much as thole that were Poꝛes were verye ſoꝛrie to fe 
our men in Calycut, and gaue the king connfell to fende 
none, ſoꝛ that in giuing of any he might wel iudge therin p 
the Captaine Generall had but little confivence in him, and 
by this meanes he Mould remaine diſhonoured. Pet fo2 al 
this Alonſo Hurtado did fill inſiſt in his demaunde In 
this encountrie they {pent thaw dates, At the end the king 
hauing a deſire to haue a trade ſetled with ours, fo the bes 
nefit that might redound vnto him by the fame | did coms 
ſent to Alonſo Hurtado his requeſt, in giuing the pleadges 
that were demaunded, which being come to the Captaine 
Generalls knowledge, he began to make bimfelfe in a reas 
dineſſe to goe and ſpeake with the king, and to remaine a 
land thre oꝛ foure daies, apointing in his place Sancho de 
Toar, to whom he gaue commaundement that there ſhuld 
be made fo2 thofe pleadges at their comming aboꝛd goo 
enterteinment, and to loke well vnto them, and not to dez 
liner them to any that ſhould come to demaunde them, al⸗ 
though they came in his name. fe 1 
On the xxviii. dae of December the Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall put himlelke in his beſt apparell, and carryed with 
him thirtie of the pꝛincipall men of his Fleete, which 
ſhoulde wemaine with him a lande, with others that were 
the kings ſeruauntes, which ſhoulde attende vppon him 
as bpon the kings olon perſon. e commanded alfa to ber 
carryed with him all the furniture koꝛ his Chamber and 


Rikchin, with his Cupboꝛde of Plate, in the which there 


were many rich perces of ſiluer gilted. 

Powe beeing with all theſe thinges in a readpnette to 

depart, there came from the Citie ſundꝛy pꝛincipall Nayres, 

Which were commaunded by the king to attende bppon 

the Captaine Generall, accompanped with manye. 

nien, belides others that came founding vppon Trum⸗ 
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pets, other vppon Hackbuts and other inctrumentes. 
The Captaine generall being inkoꝛmed that the Bing was 
tarrieng foꝛ him in a certa ine Galerie, which onelve faz ta 
receiue him in, he had commaunded to be made harde by the 
water ſide, toke his boate and went toward the ſhoze, bees 
ing accompanied with all the orher boats of p Fleete; which 
went all in god oꝛder, and fet out with manpe flagges and 
trumpets; which being ioyned together as wel theſe as thole 
that came from the Citie, made a wonderfull nopſe. Mith 
this came thole pledges aboozd the Generalls ſhip, into the Pleadges 
which they were loath to enter’, vntill ſuch time that h Cape ae 
taine generall did diſimbarke himlelfe a lande, giuing ther⸗ vvhich ay 
by fo vnderſtand that they wer afeard that they being once feare to be 
abwꝛd, he would returne againe into the Flerte, and fo take taken cap- 
them koꝛ captines, They did {and lo much vpon the lame, Deg 
that Aries Correa was faine to tell them, that without as 
ny fufpition they might enter into the thippe:; foꝛſomuch as 
the Captaine generall was not come thether for tu deteiue 
the Ring, but onely fo2 to get his god will, with this they 
were tontented, to goe abmede, pet it was with fome feare, 
that he would take them captiues. In the meane while that 
we were about this the Captaine generall landed, where 
there was tarrieng foꝛ him lundꝛy Caymales and Pymaca- 
les, and other pꝛincipall Nayres, being accompanied with 
many others. And before that the Captaine generall coulde 
ſet his fete on the grounde, he was taken vp, and put in 
an Andoꝛ oz chaire, in the which he was carried to the Se- 
rame, actompanied with the multitude aboue ſaide · Being 
come to this place, he entered into a certaine houſe Where 
the Ming was, whome he kounde in this oꝛder. The 
houle was hanged ouer with Carpets, oꝛ as they tall them . 
Alcatifas, at the ende whereol, there was a cerfaine place 
where the king was fitting, made much lyke vnto a lpttle

Moꝛeouer on his 
legs from the knees downward, and on the fingers of his

He Captaine generall being entered info 
this place, and viewing the Kings eſtate, 
{wold haue gone to kiſſe the jaings handes, 
as it is commonly vled amongſt vs: but foꝛ 
that he was enfozmed by thole that ove 
by, that it was not the vſe and cuſtome ae 
mongſt them, he did it not. o wbeit ther was a Chaire ap⸗ 
pointed him that was hard by the Princes ſeate, in p which 
the Captaine generall did ſit, that from thence he might ber 
clare bis minde to the Bing, which was the greatelt bonoꝛ 
that he could giue him. Being fet done, he deliuered his 1 
letter of credite, which he bꝛought from the Ming of vor- a ete 
tingale, wꝛitten in the Arabian fongue which being read rall deliue 
by the King, p Captaine generall allo told his meflage, the reth his 
effect wherof was this, That p King of Portinga le was de⸗ letters of 
ſirous of his friendthip,¢ to ſettle a Factoꝛie in Caly cut, in 1 
the which there thoulde be (ufficient of all Kinde ol Bere of Calicut 
chandize that ſhould be ſpent there, E in trucke of the fame, 
92 foꝛ ready mony,be requeſted that he would let him haue 
ſutficient lading of [pices fo2 thoſe ſhips there.

à fountaine to the lame, a Cuppe with bis couer gylt, of the brought 
fame woꝛke, two alles of ſiluer, foure Cuſhions , two with 
ok them ol cloath of golde, and other two of Crimfon 
Ueluet vnſhoꝛne, a Cloath of. Eſtate of Golde, being 
welted and garded with the ſelle fame Golde and of 
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Crümlon beluet a verpe fine Carpet, two clothes of Arras, 
the which were very rich, the one with ligures, and the other 
With greene woꝛkes. Ok this pꝛelent, and of the Emballage 
which the Captaine generall had done vnto him, as it appe⸗ 
red, the King was verp glad, and tolde the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall that he might goe to his lodging to reſt himſelfe, oꝛ els 
ko his chips as he would himſelfe, for that he thought ne⸗ 
ceflary to fend for his Pledges , which are Gentlemen and 
daintely bꝛought vp, and could not awaye with the Sea, to 
karrp there longer. And whileſt they were ther, he was al⸗ 
lured, that they would neither eate 102 dꝛinke for ſuch was 
their tuſtkome. And if fo be that the Captaine generall wold 
Joe lo his ſhips, and come the next day againe, to make full 
agreement and confent about the oder of the trade in Ca- 
licut, he would then fend thofe Pledges againe. The Caps 
taine generall hauing god confidence in thole his woꝛdes, 
went fo his ſhips, leauing behinde him with his fufte, A. 
lonſo Hurtado with other ſeauen. And being at the water 
ſide ready to departe, a ſeruaunt of one of thoſe Pleadges, 
went befoze abwꝛd in a {mall Pinnate, and tolde them that 
the Captaine generall did retourne abwꝛde, this meſſenger 
das tent by the commaundement of the Clearke and Cone 
kroller of the Kings houle, as who ſhoulde faye, to gine 
them counfaple to come their waye, which they did, as 
fone as they heard what the ſlaue had tolde them in their 
language, and with that they leapt into the Sea, thinking to 
fake that Pinate in the which the ſlaue went.

gaine to land, The Captaine Generall ixing the feare. that 
they lod in of bis Alete, ſent the next dape in certaine of 
his owne boates thoſe Pledges that he had in cuſtodie; com⸗ 
maunding that they ſhould goe and fe them delinered tome 
what alcofe of from the fleet, that bꝛought him his men and 
uffe, And while they were deliuering the lame, Arexanie- 
noca which was the eldeſt of the Pledges, leaped into the 
water vppona lodaine, with intent to runne away, but loz 
all that be could not elcape, foꝛſomuch as our men caught 
handelaſk of him. The other khat remained, Whileſt our 
men were thus bulied lied lpkewile.

And being thee dayes palt, and pet the 
ing not fending for him, he had pittie to ſer him that in ls

of his mens, and vequetked him to lend the other two or his generall 
men khat were pet a tand, Which the Ming did lende, being tovvard 
moued there vnto, moꝛe foz Thame then-otherwites foo that 1100 1 
be had bꝛoken his wozd ¢ pꝛomile.

This meflage was ſent to the 
Ring by a certaine Gentleman called Franciſco Correa , 
Which did otker himlelk to tarry the ſame, when all the reſt of 
the Fleete was afeard,leat that the Ring woulde take him 
prifoner, oꝛ command him to be flaine, To this meflage p 
king made anfivere 5 he was well pleafed fo agree to haue 
the Trade letled, and that he choulde ſende vnto him Aries 
Correa about the ſame 02 whom els he ſhould thinke god. 
Wut firſt of all he tolde him that he woulde ſende two pee 
phewes of one Goſarate, which is a great rich Perchaunt, 
fo2 pledges, which indeed was ſo done. Alter that thole pled⸗ 
ges were entred, immediately departed toward the land A- 
ries Correa, fo whom the Ring commaunded to be giuen a 
faire houle fo lye and reſt himſelfe and to lay his Merchan⸗ 
dize in, which he brought with him, which houſe belonged to 
Gofarate, who was Grandklather to thoſe two Pledges, that 
the king had (ent. But be commanded that foꝛaſmuch as A- 
ries Correa, was pet not well knowen in the Countrey no2 
acquainted with their oꝛders & prices how he might fel his 
herchandize, noꝛ vet what the buyer ſhuld giue, to inſtruct 
him therein. But he did not ſo, but rather cleane contrarve, 
foꝛalmuch as he was a friend to ß Poꝛes of Meca, which 
were great enimies vnto our men, not onelpe ko that ther 
were Chꝛiſtians, but for feare leaſt that fo our caufe they 


ſhuld lofe part or ther eredit which they had in Calicut, by

Jlande, foꝛ that be was there moꝛe ſurer then in the Bay, 
Whereas they might haue fette his chippe on fire, And ala; 
though that it were contrarye to his cammillion pet ko:

The Captaine Generall commaunded the thippe ta be de⸗ 
liuered vnto the king with ſeauen Elephaunts that were 
within the ſame, which were woꝛth in Calycut thirt ve 
thoufand crownes, ouer and befides this, there was found 
in it great ſtoꝛe of merchaundiſe, belides thoſe men whom 
her foke kaptiues. Allo hes ſent the king woꝛd that bee nee⸗ 
ded not to meruaile that fo mall a Caruell as that was 
could take ſuch a great ſhippe, fo2 that in matters of grea⸗ 

ter waight he woulde be at his commaundement, for the 
which be fent him great thanks, and pꝛaied him to lende 
Onto him thole men that had done fo notable an act, whom 
he did receiue very well, and with great honour, and gaus 
them great gifts, in eſpeciall to Edwarto Pacheco. 3 
Some. affirme that after that the king had {ene this fae 


mois ac that our men had done being ſo kew, he had them 
from thence forth in ſome feare, & was defirous to fe them 


diſpatched out of his countrie, € therefoꝛe did conſent vnta 
that treafon,of the which J will fpeake of hereafter.

Howbeit they woulde not 
let but entermeddle in all our matters,efperiall in the bui⸗ 


eng of our Spices, which they did openly bupe, and ſent 
them lecretly onto other places’, This was done with a 


determinatid, foꝛ » they could not away with our men, but 


wold reſiſt them, our men being thus refitted might then 


haue oeraſton the better to delend themfelues, € lo by this 


meanes they would reuenge their quarrels openiy by kigh⸗ 


ting with our men.

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Pobobelt abe Captaine general was loath ko deale ther with 
foz all the Aings licenfe,fo2 he knew him fo be an incon⸗ 
flant man, and waping alſo the great credit, that the Poꝛes 
were in with him, he was afeard leaſt that alter they had 
taken the laid ſhippe, the Moꝛes thꝛough the Kings fanour 
would rife. again them. And this was the aunl were that 
Was font to the Factoꝛ: pet fo2 all that he did require him 
once moꝛe fo take that ſhip, ſaieng, that if he did not, that 
then the Bing ſhuld be in hazarde tolofe (uch Perchandize 
as he had ther :neuertheleſſe the Captaine general wold not 
meddle there with, and veelding fo2 that his determination 
fufficient reafon to the contrary. But the Factoꝛ on p other : 
part ceaſed not to make vnto him ſundꝛy requeſts, and pros... 
tellations, that he ſhould paye all ſuch lolſes and damages, 
as ſhould hap vpon the Ring of Portingales Merchaundize, 
by his defaults, fo that he woulde not deale with the ſayde 
ſhip. Thus fince he ſaw there was no other remedie, he cõ⸗ 
ſented there vnto, although it were againſt his will: ¢ there 
foꝛe the xvi. day of December, the Captaine generall tent 
woꝛd to thoſe that were abwꝛd p ſhip, that was thus laden 
by the Wares, by the oꝛder which was ſent him krom the 
Bing of Calicut, to commaund them to depart, and fo2 al⸗ 
much as they made but little reckoning thereof he ſent the 
next pave all his boates to being hir within the harbour. 
After that this report tame to the owner of the ſhips know⸗ 
ledge, they made the Moes pꝛiuie heereof, Whereok they 
were very glad, koz that by this meanes there was offered 
vnto them ottaſion to fall out with our men. Berrevppon, 
they began in a kurious outrage, running out of their does The 
like madde men, complaining vpon vs and dur people, by SO 
meanes whereol, they were tumulteoully moued y and fa umult a- 
med great outer pes and larums, and alwapes againſt our gain ſt our 
men. And after that they had thus done, they ranne to the men. 
Ring, with whom went the owner of the ſhip,complaining 
alfa vpon our men for the detaining of his ſhip, ſaieng that 
dur men had bought and laden much moze ſpices € daugs, 
then that the Perchaundize came vnto which they hadde

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brought With them, hotobeit their pride was fuch, that they 
were content With nothing, 5 bat as hanes and Pirates 
Would haue all. At this inſlant tame the Dares, which did 


before helpe him very much, declaring many things againſt 


dur men, e how much the king was in kault, loꝛ ſuſtering 
them within this Citic, ‘requeffing him moſt earneſllpe to 
ile them Keene to renenge their lolle, which they had re⸗ 
tceiued. The Ling as ho was inconſlant and withont anye 
fidelitie, did graunt them the fame, As fone as the Moꝛes 
had obtained their requeſt, they tame their wape from the 
| King, and toke kheir Weapons, and with a lauage flercenes, 
nes of the lyke wilde bealls, ranne iuto the Cities in dockes towarde 
Moores a the Fäctozie, wobich Was coinpalled about like a Calle, with 
gaunſt our the wall of the height of a man on hozſebacke, in the which 


ben. ere Ixx.Portingsles amongſt whom was Frper Henrick 
ö with his cSpany: or IFriers. Ther wer amongſt our men no 


moꝛe weapons then 8. Croſſebobies, all p reſt bab nothing 
but ſwoꝛds & clokes, as tone as they knew of p enimies cõ⸗ 
ming, they ran to the gates of the Factoꝛp, € when p they 
ſaw they Were lo few, they 9775 them to be lome quarel⸗ 
lers that came thether fo2 the lame purpote,¢ therelbꝛe wer 
minded fo defend their gates, with their cloakes & rapiers 
only: but after ward their power increaled fo much bpd our 
men, that by reaſon of their arrowes and ſpeares, they could 
not indure ther any longer: then ß Factoꝛ commanded their 


gates to be hut vp, ſuppoſing that from the wal they wold 


dine their enimies from thente e at the very ſhutting vp 
‘Of the gates, khere were ſeuen of the enimies llaine, d which 
gates could not be Mut without great daunger, alwapes 
fighting valiantlp. In this conllict, ther wer of our men ma⸗ 
ny e hurt, x foure ſlainetholoheit as well thofe 5 wer hurt as 
thole 5 wer in health, went vp vpon p wal of p Factoꝛp, ſoz 


fo defend their enimies front thence with their croltebowes. 


Mowbeit the multitude of them at that pꝛeſent was fo great 
that they mane ſhewe as ik ‘they had bene in number kou re 
thouſande. There came allo ko aide them ſundꝛye Nayzes, 
which all of them together, began to let eae thole that wer 
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in the Jractoriesboping thereby to enter Aries Correa fees 
ing y it was impollible fo2 him to defend it any löger with⸗ 
out ſome aide from the ſhips, and for to giue them to brie 
derſland of their troubles „there was dilplaide a flagge in 
the top ofthe Factozꝛie: and as lone as the lame was dil⸗ 
tryped by the Captaine general, he ſulpectod it in himſelle to 
be that which inderde it Was, foꝛ the which ſodaine chance 
he was very loꝛ zrowkull fo that as then he was hut newly 
let bloud, and ſicke in his bed, and thereloze ho could not go 
himſelke to ſuccour them: howbeit he lent sancho de Toar, Succour 
to ſuppiy bis rome, with all the Flertes boats, which went 3 
with ſuch men as they had, but to reſiſt luch a number as . 
there was of their enimies, they were very few, which Sen- to the 
cho de Toar perceiuing, d durſt not dilmbarke himlelfe nei⸗ Factories 
ther vet come to necre the ſhoꝛe leaſt that the enimies ſhuld 
come in their Almadias and Tonys, and fo fake them, alſo 
that they could not hurt them, they laye ſo farre off from 
the ſhoꝛe: but they from thence could difcerne how valpant⸗ 
ly our men did defende themſelues and there entring, al⸗ 
though the number of their enimies did alwa pes increaſe, 
for ſo it was needful foꝛ p great laughter, y our men made 
of thẽ, from ouer p wall. Potwithſtanding by meanes thers 
of their fury did lo inreale, they cauſed to be bꝛought cer⸗ 
tain engins to ouerthꝛow part ol d wall Wall, which were 
ſo great, that gur men could not by any. meanes dekend the 
lame, being fo ew and fo many hurt, with the enimies 5 
rowes aid ſpeares, which came from, them as thicke , 
though it had rained arrowes, But perceiuing once the: un 
mie began to; enter, they would not karrie there any longer, 
but went forth of the Fadozve, hy. a doze: that opened tos

ward the water fide, Where they made reckoning tofeut 
: kthemſelues with their boats. But p enimies kollowed them 
alwates fo narretolp,burting: and: killing them, that in this l 
conflict Aries Correa was laine, ſo that there were lacking. ie 
fiftie of our men, betwerne thoſe that were dead and kalten eee 
captiur s, t.wentie onelp eſcaped, which tke the water, but

“<A uailed the pꝛeſent which he gaue vnto the 
E bing of Calicut, as alſa the taking of the 
ſhip, in the Which Was the Elephant, ¢ now thee moneths 
were patt that he had bene there, and vet had laden no moꝛe 
then two ſhips, noꝛ pet could tell when to lade the reſt, fea⸗ 
ring alſo leaſt in Coching he ſhoulde not be well accepted, 
foꝛ taking of the Hip in the which was the Elephant. And 
further waying with himſelfe, how little o2 none occaſion 
at alfthere was giuen to ble hich krealon again our men, 
e did therefore deterniine to teuenge bimbelic vpon 5 Wing 
de Calycutsif co be that he did not vie foiie-ereute fas chat 
which was palk, wherebnto ik he wouide willingly peelde, 
Tbe ing khen tyould he he content lo that he might ther haue bis la⸗ 
of Calicut ging.

aliue fo2 captines „ although they were hurt, ef the which 
there were foure that died. After all this, the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall ſceing that in all that dape the Ming ol Calicut leut no 
mellenger to excule himfelfe of the fact , he put the matter 
in queſtion, Wheras it was determined that he forth with 


ſhuld reuenge thole iniuries that were pat , fo2 feare leafts 
if he ſhould delay fo fo doe, that then the Ring might bane 
time to arme bis Jflete, which would not then be fo cafelye 
done. This being determined. dur men put themlelues in a 
readineſſe, to lay aboꝛd x. great ſhips, which lap in p barbo2 
full of Dares : thele at the firſt would haue delended them⸗ 
ſelues, vet foꝛ all § dur men did ioyne with them, ¢ fougbé fuſſ re- 
with them fo balyantly, that they bꝛake their dzder, killing nenge 
niany of them, and of thole that remained ſome leaped into 155 
the water and were dꝛowned, others hid themlelues in their one 
ſhips, and other were taken aliue, whom the Captaine gee Calicunis 1 
nerail commaunded to prifon, that they might after warde ih 
ſerue ſoꝛ Mariners in the fleet. The (hips being thus come 
into our mens polleſſion, they found toithin the fame lame 
Spices and other Perchaundize which were hidden within 
them: alſo thep found thre Clephants, tabich the Captaine 
generall commaunded to be killed and ſalted fo2 their bicku⸗ 
alls, he commaunded allo thoſe Dares that were fatie to 
be told, and there was found of them 60. The ſhips being 
diſcharged of all that they had, they wer tes @ fire befo2e all 
the Citie, in the ſight of many that came fo the water fide 
to ſuccoꝛ them, whom being Moꝛes, as they were comming 
in their Almadias, our men encountered and kought with 
them, but they durſt not goe forward fo2 feare of the oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce.

pace that miſt, and by that meanes there were manye that 
fell and the others that dꝛew towards the Citie, where our 
bꝛdinaunce alto had made a great deſtruction, as well in the 
Teiles ok their Gods, as in their dwelling houles. The 
feare Was ſo great amongit the Citizens, that the Ring ol 
Calycut himſelfe was dꝛiuen to leaue his Pallaice, and to 
gee outof the Ciftc,fo2 that our men went thether to leeke 


him ont with their pellets, f o that hard at his beles they kil⸗ 


led a Nayre, Which Was a noble man, and ouerthꝛe we part 
of the ings Wallatce, This deſtruction dured no moe but 
this dave: and inbtleg it was a doing, there appeared two 
(Hips yp. wer connning to the harboz, which as fone as they 
had dilcried bs, went their wap, therefore this fight ceaſed. 
Tho Captain generall made alter the W al his fleet to van 
derane, Wich is a Wort not far off, where there was other 
ſeuen nere fo the land ready to ſuccour them, in which there 
came à multitude ol Moꝛes to defend them, and loꝛ that our 
ſhips could not tome neere bute the hore, they lefte them.

is no comming to it, but by certaine wapes. It bath belon⸗ 
ging vnto it, a godly great and a ſure Poet, which lpeth be⸗ 
fo2e the mouth of this river, The land round about is (uae 
fry and low, and made into lands: they haue final froze of 
victuale, bul fo2 all that thole which they haue is ner y freſh.

In this Countrep is great Gore of Pepper, and the me 
parte that they haue in Calycut tommeth from thence 
Wut foꝛalmuch as in calycut there are more ſtoꝛe of Mer⸗ 
chaunts which come from other places, therefoꝛe the ſame 
is richer then coching. The King is a Gentile , and is 
of the bebautour and propertte of the King ol Calycut: 


howbeit he is beryepme , by reafon his Countrey is but 


finall, neither can be commaund any money to be coined in 
his Citie. py 
The Bings of coching are in great ſubiection to the 


Aings of calicut, fo; as often as ther chanceth a new king to 
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lucceꝛde in Calycut, he immediately goeth to Co ching, and 
dilpolleſleth him that hath the lame, ok the whole kingdome 
and taketh poſſeſſion himſelle therok, ſo that by this meanes 
it lyeth in his hands, whether he will reſtoꝛe that Ring fo 
the crotune againe 02 not. Alfo the Ring ol Coching is 
bound to aide and agcompany the Ring ok calycut in bat: 
fatle againſt any other King, alſo he is bounde fo dye in the 
religion of the Ring of calicut. The Captaine generall, be⸗ 
ing come to this harbour, did there let fall his Ankoꝛ, fo2 
that he was alearde to fend Gafpar with a mefage to the 
Ring, leaſt he would runne atwaye, he chwied rather to fend 
one whole name was Michael Iogue, which although bee 
Were a Gentile ¢ a ſtraunger, pet he came vnto our Fleete, 
with intent to turne Chꝛiſtian, ſaieng that he would goe foꝛ 
Portingale: wherevpon the Captaine generall toke occaſi⸗ 
a Moore On to baptize him, and gaue him the name of Michael, & fog 
baptiſed his furname as he was called befoze. By this man he ent 
& called £9 p Ring of Coching his mellage, tertiſieng him of all that 
Michael, they had paſt in Calicut, æ alſo 5 the Captain generall has 
bought w him great ſtoꝛe of Perchandize to giue in trucke 
foꝛ ſuch commodities as there were in Coching, with the 
which ik fo be that the Ring wer not contented, that then he 
would buy the fame for ready mony, wherof he had brouahet 
with him great ſtoꝛe, and therefore his requeſt was that in 
trucke sf his merchandize, oꝛ fo2 his ready money he would 
giue him lading fo2 koure ſhips. The anfivere that the king 
made fo this meſſonger, was, That he was verp glad of his 
comming fo this his Poꝛt, foꝛ that he was wel inſoꝛmedok 
his ſtrength and valiantnelſe, and therfore be eſteemed them 
all the better, as hereafter he ſhould well perceiue. And as f 
fox ſuch Spices as he had there, he would giue him p lame 1 
in trucke of his Merchaundize p he had bꝛought with him :

his voy- boate, and where alſo Dyed the moſt part of his men, and foz 
age. that his Pilot durſt not venture fo carry them to the Indi- 
as, did return toward Portipgale And ſ alter that he came 
out of the red Sea, what with hunger, thirſt, and other dil⸗ 
eales, all his men were conſumed ſauing ſeauen perlons: 
wherein God of his great godneſſe ſhewed a miracle, fogs 
lomuch as in many apes befoꝛe, then were not able to ga⸗ 
uerne their ſailes, foz {hat they were fo feeble and weake, 
The Captain generall ſceing that ther came no moze hips, 
Departed towards Liſhborne , wherebnto he came the laſt 
dape of July in the veare of our Lon 1501. And after that 
he was arriued, in came the ſhip, Which hot off the peece of 
Dwinaunce in the forme, bekoꝛe that he doubled the Cape 
Buxpa eſperansd, and after him came alſo Sancho de Tpar, 
| who went to diſcouer Sofala, and made relation thereof to 
Talis ‘bea [mall Mand, ſtanding hard to the firme lande, and that 
Alcon. il was inhabited by blacke men, luhich are called Cafres, 
red, and that out ol the firme lande there commeth much golde, 
where, as they fap, there are mynies thereof. And. for that 
table there goe out of the Indias thether many Moes, that 
reteiue the fame in trucke of Merchandize ol mall valew. 
Boreouer he brought tith him a Poe, which was giuen 
bim in patone of one of his men, which be tent into p Hrme 
land foꝛ to view the ame. This Pare gaue large inloꝛma⸗ 
tian thereot, as heereafter J Mall declare: With this laſt thip 
there di .returne onto Portingale,of tiwelue that went fog

Sh peare fo2 that purpoſe one pedro Aluares : 
thereloꝛe he thought bell not to fend any moꝛe then 3. hips 
ea Caruell, of 5 which two caried Perchandize to Sofala, € 
the other two to Calycut. Ot this Flerte he made Generall 
one called Ioan de la Nueua, boꝛn in Galyzia,¢ this charge 
was giuen him, foꝛ phe was accõpted to be a valpant Gens 
tleman: moꝛeouer, Franciſco de Nauoys, Diego, Barboſo, & 
Hernando de la pyna, wer appointed fo2 his captains. Ther 
went in this Flert no moze then lrxx.men. That which the 
king had giuen him in commandement to do, was this, that 
in his wax he ſhould touch at the Jlande of W. Blaze. And The order 
being tome thether, ik it ſhould ſo chaunce that he ſhoulde fe 125 
finde miſling anp of his ſhips, that then he ſhould there rea bi ane 
maine ton dapes, and from thence he ſhould depart ta ward cerning 
Sofala,and being there, it fo be that ther were ſetled a Fac⸗ this voy- 
toꝛieto diſcharge the Perchandize the which were appoin⸗ S 
ted for: that place. From the which he might haue recourfe 
vnto the Indias. And if fo be that he found not all thing ſo, 
that then he ſhould trauell with all diligence, and as much 
as in him lap, to fettle the fame beloꝛe he ſhould goe from 
thence: which being fintthed, that then he ſhould leaue foz 
Factoꝛ of that place Aluoro de Braga, with all ſuch Mer⸗ 
chandize as wer appointed, which went in the Caruell. rd 
thence he ſhuld go for Quiloa;¢ after p he had bene ther, he 
ſhuld keepe his right courſe taward Calicut. And if ſo ber 
1 that he ſhuld linde ther as pet kedro Aluares, fo know tubes. 
l 696cer he tand in any need ol him that he ſhuld obey him as 

his general, x wil him ta ſettle a factoꝛy in Sofala, if it were 

not done alredy. This general being departed frõ Liſnborn, 

he tame ſafely to p Jland of S. Blaze wher in a hꝛanch of, 

a tre was foũd a ſhoe, c in p ſame was a letter which made 
mention, p Pedro de Tayde captain ol d fleet ot pedro Asa 
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ching, where as then did remaine lome ol our men, and alſo

and fo mak ng further relation what had chanted onto hin ; 
in Calycut, and of the god entertainment they had in G- 


hop the ising of cananor ſhewed himlelle very curteous, 
This as it appeared, was wꝛitten by Pedro de Tayde, fo 
dàduertiſe all ſuch Captaines as ſhould pafle by to Calycut 
The Captaine generall with the other Captaines peruſing 
this letter, did then determine, y it Was not requiſit, to leaus 
the Carnell in Sotala, foꝛ that they had but few men, which 
was not aboue foure ſcoꝛe And with this they thought it 
conuenient to go to Quiloa, Where they lounde a baniſhed 
man, whom Pedro Aluares had left there, who like wiſe in⸗ 
foꝛmed the Generall, what pedro: Aluares had paſt in Calis 
cut, the which he had learned of certaine mes; and allo ot 
the ſhips that he had loſt. From thente he went to Myhndle, 


here he talked with the King which tolde him as much 


maoꝛe as the baniſhed man had done: Ann hauing the fame

And being there arriued, there came in vpon a ſodaine, ſeas⸗ 
uci great ſhippes of cambaya, whith were bounde inko the 
Straights; The Pores wold haue fought wich our flerte, 
but dur oꝛdinaunce was the caule that they durſk nol ape 
vs abond, and fo they went their wap. After this, the Cap⸗ 
taine generall departed to Cananor: where he talken dig 
the King, which certified him of that which had uke wise 
pat in calytut wich Pedro Aluares; and what he had done: 
and hot he offered him tading koꝛ thole ſhips which he had 
bꝛought with him. Allo he certified him, how deſtrous her 
was to be at the King of ortingales commaundement: pet 
foꝛ all theſe faire wozds, the Captaine generall woulde not 
take in there any lading, vntill ſuch time he had ben at Cox 
ching ſwith the Faͤctoz, toward which place he departed and 
in his way he toke a ſhip which appertained thiap Mees 
ol Calycut, the which delended hir telfe verp e 
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wer any thing deffrous to walk abꝛoad, then thep wer tens

ding, both he g the reſt of his companp wer altvaves curte⸗ 

oulip entertained. In p night they wer brought into his pal⸗ 
laice, p there they might remaine : tf fo be p in p dap they 


ded vpon by certain of his Nayres, which ware commanded 
to attend bpon them, c keepe them company loꝛ keare of the 
Mooꝛes, foꝛ that thep did not lone them, but rather were de⸗ The mali 
ſtraus fo kill them, inſomuch, that before thep went to the tioulneſſe 


ded front that time foꝛ warde the Nayres to take a care of 

ee Moꝛesuer, he was told what ill ſales he ſhoulde linde 
there of ſuch Merchaundize as he had bꝛought, foꝛ that the 

Mowꝛes had perſwaded the Merchaunts of the Countrey to 


Pepper and other Spices, that they Mould not (cll the ſame 
but fo2 ready monep, and not in trucke of Perchaundize: : 
therekoꝛe they tolde him that tf fo be he had bꝛought no mo 
ney to buye their Spices Withall, that then he ſhould 5 8 
no reckoning of the fame. And therefore fe2 that the Ce⸗ 
nerall had bꝛought none, he would tarrie there no longer, 
but returned to Cananor, to take in there his lading, where 
the King was lo great a friend to the Ring of Portingale , 
that when be vnderſtod, that he had brought no money, be 
remained his luretie fo2 a thoufand Quintall of Pepper, & eet 
fo2 fiftte of Ginger, & foꝛ foure hundꝛed ¢ fiftie Quintail of Quinta 
Cinamon:befives ſome linnen cloath, which is made of Al- 3 100. 
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I 1 Cate it were god he ſhuld command his men to difimbark them⸗ 


Paraos to 
fight with 
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The conqueft 
from thence be ſhould returne with the firſt winde, d which 
as then did begin to blow, and therefoze he would tarry no 
longer. To the intent therefoze they ſhuld not depart with⸗ 
out their lading, he ſhewed the Captaine generall this pleas 
ſure. The Captaine generall feing this his curteous dea⸗ 
ling, did commend vnto his cuſtodie certaine of his men, the 
Which be left with him, foꝛ that he had ſent with Pedro Al- 
uares Cabral Cmbafiado2s to portingale. This lading bees 
ing taken in, then on the xv. ol December, ther did appeare 
in the Sea lxxx. paraos, which wers paſt the Mount Dely. 
Wibereof the King hauing knowledge, he ſent woꝛd imme⸗ 
diately to the Captaine generall, that thoſe were the Flate 
of Calycut, that came onelp to fet vpon him, and thereloꝛe 


ſelues € their oꝛdinance:vnto which p captain general made 
aunſwere, that he would not fo doe. Foꝛ if fo be that the 

enimies came with that intent, he had a hope in God z he 
ſhould be able to defend himſelle: and with that he put hime 


felfe in a readinelſe. The next dap following, which was the 


bi. day of December, before p dawning ok p dap, ther was 
come into the Bap to the number of 100. ſhips and paraos, 
Which wer all full of Moꝛes, bœing ſent of purpoſe, foꝛ that 
the Ming of calicut was infoꝛmed, that they were there ta⸗ 


king in of their lading, fo that he thought by that meanes 


that neither ſhip noꝛ man ſhould eſcape, and therefore they 


lay as they did about the aye. As lone as the Captaine 


generall had viewed them, he remoued from the place wher 
he was at an Ankoꝛ, and bꝛought himlelfe into the middeg 


ot the Bape, leauing oꝛder with his Hips, that they ſhould 


lay on load with their oꝛdinaunce which they had, with the 
which he commaunded them forthwith to begin to thot off: 
which was done in fuch loꝛt, that they did neuer ceaſe. And 
ik lo be that he had not done ſo, doubtleſſe the enimies wold 
haue laid their chips abooꝛd, by reafon there were ſo manye: 
Ho that it was vnpoſſible foꝛ him to elcape, if God of his 


g duelle had not fauoured him, and pꝛouided by his mercie, 


that the entinies bꝛought no Oꝛdinaunce with them.

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Mhereloꝛe they were the bolder to diſpend amongſt them 

their ſhot, with the which there were many very fore hurt, 
dur and beſides great numbers that were llaine, and their 
chips and Paraos funke,fo2 they durſt not venter to lay our 
ſhips abort, noꝛ yet had killed oꝛ hurt any of our men. The 
fight cured vntill ſuch time it was Sunne ſet, then the eni⸗ 
mies helde vp a flagge. But, oz that he feared they meant 


thereby ſome deceipt, he did not leaue off ſhoting: loꝛ olher⸗ 


tile they might haue thought he had fo done, foꝛ » he was 
wearied, oꝛ els fo2 feare. But it was nothing ſo, foꝛ they did 
it koꝛ the deüre they had of peace, in refpert of the hurt and 


loffe of their men, Which they had reteiued at our mens This fag 
hands, whereby they were dꝛiuen to luch netellitie, that if was a ſign 


fo be that the winde had ſerued , they had hoyled tp theyꝛ 
ſaples and gone thep2 wap, and thereltꝛe they kept vp their 
flagge. The Captaine generall perceiuing their meaning, 


(and foz that the moſt part of bis Daninaunce was bꝛoken, 


with the continuall ſhoting thereof did anlwere them with 
‘another llagge, which was done by the touncell and content 
of the other Captaines: and immediatelpe vppon the fame, 
they ſent a Doze, which came in a mall Boate onto him, 


whole mellage was, to demand peace till the next dap, which 


was by him graunted, with this condition, that they touts 
tarrie no longer in the Bape, but go into the open Sea, x fo 
they did. The generall (although pb wind was partly againſt 


him) made like wiſe his courfe into the Sea, although it wer 


troubleſome vnto him. The Poꝛes could not doe the lpke, 
fo2 their ſhippes and paraos can beare no ſaple but with a 
foꝛe winde. Pet fo2 all the trouble that was pat, the Gene⸗ 
rall came fo an Ankoꝛ hard by them, and foꝛ all that be vled 
in the night a great and vigilant watch, by the which they 
hearde the enimies rowing in their boates towardes our 
Flete, yet before that they were knolnen, they wer almoſt 
vpon him: their intent as it was pꝛeſuppoſed, was to fet our 


Fete a fire. The Captaine Generall fearing this, come 


maunded to vyere move of the Cabells, that be might be 
the farther of from them. |

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And perceiuing that the enimies did pet followe them, be 
then commanded a pete to be ſhot of at them, with p which 


they were afeard, ¢ fo went their way: x asp wind came ok 
the ſhoꝛe ſomwhat faire, they hoyled vp their ſailes, and fol, ‘ 
lotved their courfe toward Calicut, The Captaine generall 


gaue God great thanks, y he had ſo deliuered him krom his 
enimies, x lo taking his leaue ofthe Ring of Cananor , de⸗ 


they ariue parted toward Portingale, where he arriued in lafetie with 


ſafelye at all bis ſhips. After that he was departed, there came to Ca- 


Portingal nanor one of his men, called Gonſallo Pixoto, which was

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‘aud Blas Sodre,confin germaines to the Captaine general, 
Gil Hernand, couſin to Larenco de la Mins, loan Lopes 
Pereltrelo, Rodrigo de Caſteneda, Rodrigo de Abreo, and 
of the taruells, Pedro Raphael ¢ Diego Peres. They cars 
ryed alfo a Carueli vnwꝛought, which they ſhoulde make 
an ende of in Monſanbique, of the which there ſhoulde 
goe for Captaine one called Hernand Rodrignes Badar- 
ſas:beſides this vv. ſaile ther remained making t ina redines 
ether fiue ſhips, ot the which there ſhould go foꝛ Captaine 
generall, one Steuen de la Gama, who departed the fift dap 
of Map, next after following. After that the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall had doubled the Cape of Buena Efperansa With his 
Whole fleete, being at the kurthelt end of the currents, her 
ſent the fame to Monſanbique, to remaine there whileſt 
hee went fo Sofala, actoꝛding as he was commaimded by 
the king. Me carried in his companie ae of the lmal⸗ 
leit ſhippes of the whole Flöte. Bis golng thether was 
not onelp to fee the ſcituation of the lame, and to fe tubes He goeth 
ther there were any place conuenient there fo2 to make a firft to So 
foꝛt, but alfofo2 to regrate their gold, and this was done in fala to re- 
xv. dayes. The krindſhip bet werne the king of Sofala and fen 
him, was agrerd vpon, and that he might from thence forth golde. 
ſettle the factoꝛie thers. After that this was ended, there 
paſſed betlorene them ſundꝛie pꝛelents from the one to the 
other. And hauing concluded, the Captaine generall depar⸗ 
ted from thence, and retourned fo Monſanbique, and in 
going out ok the rier there was loft one of the thips, but 
the men were all laued. Being arriued at Monſanbique he 
immediatly renewed with the gouernour the cide kriend⸗ 
chip which in times pale had bene betwrene them, and by 
his condelent was left there a factor, which was deliuered 
vnto him with other moze of our men, which remained in About 
the Jfactozie for no other purpole but to pꝛouide altvates 4 one 
victualls for ſuch Flertes as ſhould touch there, either go⸗ for the 
ing oꝛ comming krom the Indias, This beeing ſinithed, & Factory. 
hauing made an end of the Caruell with all his oꝛdinance 
placed, he departed toward Quiloa , with intent to bꝛing 
8 ili. him 
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hun to be tribukarie to the king of Portingale, the oꝛder 
whereol he carrped with him in his Kegiſter which hee 
meant to put in execution, by realon of the entlt intertein⸗ 
ment he gaue ka Pedro de Aluares Cabrall. And being 
come to this harbour oꝛ pot, the king went to viſit him, 
| a ſeabozd, which her did onelp foꝛ the feare that he was in, 
for the iniurie Which he had done fa Pedro Aluares, After 
that he was come 1 arriued alſo Steuen de la 
Gama, that came with other fine ſhips, which he departed 
Withall out of Portingale , Mob when the Captaine Cee 
nerall eſteemed the king but fo2 a lar, and had got him a 
ſeaboꝛde, he would not truſt him on his pꝛomiſe anp kur⸗ 
ther, but did immediatlp thꝛeaten him, that if fo be that he 
Would not pay tribute to the king of Portingale, he would 
commaund him fo patton, vnder the batches of bis ſhippe. 
Mlith the feare heereok, he pꝛomiled to giue him peerely two 
thoulſand Miticaes of gold, and fo2 the aſſurance of the pate 
ment thereof, he gaue in pledge a pꝛincipall Mme, tubome 
they doe call Mafamede Aleones, one whome be hated, foꝛ 
that he was a feard leaſt be wold take the kingdome from 
him, for that he himlelke hadde blurped the fame from the 
right king. Alter that he lawe himlelke at libertie, and in 
the citie, he woulde not accoꝛding to his pꝛomiſe ſend his 
tribute, but rather hoped that the Captains Generall wold 
haue cauſed the pleadge to be killed, by reafon whereaf 
he ſhould be ridde ol an enimie. Wut! the Doe, ſceing that 
the tribute came not, was faine to pay the fame bimfelfe, 
and therebpon the Pik oh General did deliuer isis ova}?

His being done, the Captaine General, went foꝛ⸗ 
ward on his boyage,toward Mylynde, where her 
ſtaide to fake in his water and to (ce the Wine 
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lye, : 
The ſhippe being rendered, the Captaine Generall went 


à boꝛde the ſame, where he commaunded to come before © 


him the owners thereok, and all the pꝛincipalleſt Poꝛes 
that were moze there. Be willed them alſo to being with 
them all ſuch kinde of merchaundile as they had, thꝛeate⸗ 
ning them that if they did it not, he woulde cauſe them to 
be thꝛowen into the fea. They aunlwered him that they 
had nothing, foꝛ that all theyꝛ gods were in Calycut. The 
Captaine Generall ſhewed himſelfe to ber offended with 
that aunlwere, and did therekoꝛe commaunde one of them 
fo be thꝛowne into the lea, bound hand and kot. The others 
with the feare they had concetucd to le this puniſhment, 
did deliuer all that they had, which was much, and that ve⸗ 


ry god merchaundiſe, which was immediatly commaunded 


to be deliuered vnto Diego Hernando Correa, that went 
fo2 Factoꝛ to Coching, and fo he gaue oꝛder that the fame 
ſhould be carrved a boꝛde another ſhippe. 
All the childꝛen which were a boꝛde the ſapde ſhippe, 
were carrped abwꝛde the Generall, fo2 that be had made 
pꝛomile to make them all Friers, and to place them in 
our Ladpes Church of Belem, as aftertwarde he did. 
The relt of the merchaundile which were of the mea⸗ 


ner forte, and ok {mall value, hee gaue the ſpople of them 


to his men. The lhippe being vnladen of the gods, coms 
maundement was giuen to Steven de la Gama, to fet the 
fame a fire. This was done after that the Pꝛes were 


that were fiaine in Calycur. 5 

This ſhippe beeing ſette a fire, by the foꝛeſayde Steuen 
de la Gama, and other two, they leaped then into their 
Woates, leauing the ſhippe burning. The Poꝛes 


dꝛiuen under the Patches , to reuenge the death of thoſe 


that Were within the lame after that they percepued 


the 
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the Sbhippe fo burne, did bꝛeake open the batches: by q 
meanes tubercof they were lot at libertie:and with the wa⸗ 
ter the Hip had Within it did quench the fire. The Captain 
Generali lceing this, foꝛtywith commaunded Steuen de la 
Gama to goe ante moꝛe, and laye the ſame aboꝛde, to the 
wich he went with ſundꝛy of his men, with their wepons. 
Deſperate Hoheit the Mores did delende themlelues as delperate 
minds ia men, nat fearing death. Dome there were of them that 
ume of ex fke fit ebꝛands and thꝛew the fame into one of the ſhips, 
memes with determination to let the fame a fire, Others $ thꝛew 
the like at their heads, And for that the night dꝛew on, 
they left them there, becaute the Captaine Generall was 
not of that minde, they ſhould remaine there in the darke, 
for keare leaſt the e203 ſhould kill ſome of our men. 
Molwbeit he gaue commaundement, that the foꝛelaid hippe 
ſhoulde be watched, that the Mwꝛes ſhoulde not runne to 
lande, which was hard by. The Moes all that night did 
nothing elfe but crie out to Mahoma fo fuccour and de⸗ 
liner them from vs. The dawning of the day being come, 
the Captaine Generall commaunded once more that Ste- 4 
uen de la Gama with ſome of the Parriners of bisthippe e 
ſhould goe and lay the Moꝛes ſhip a boꝛd, and let the fame: | 


men deſperatelp bent they did ſet bppon . et foꝛ all that 
there were manp that were hurt, fo2 that they came neere 
to our boates ſide. Mowbeit the moſt parte of them was 
flaine, and thaſe that remained in the Sbippe were dꝛow⸗ 
ned, within the fame,for that the Hip did ſinke.

he would apde him to conquere others. He willed him alſo 
nok fo feare thoſe Letters that the King of Calicut bande

Generall arriued at Lifhborne , Hee came in alſo with her 
Malt bꝛoken. This ſtoꝛme being paſt from this Cape of 
the Currents, the Captaine Generall followed his courte 
toward Liſbborne, where he arriued the fir day of Sep⸗ 


tember. All the noble men of the Court went as farre as 


Caſcaes fo receiue and accompanie him till he came to the 
king. He had going before him his Page, which carryed a 
Walon of filuer, within the fame was layde all the tribute 
which the king of Quiloa had paide .

The 
ives knowing that it was our men that had let pre, 4 bate 
came thether all (uch of them as were in garilon within p K cow ar- 
towne, which were moꝛe then two thoufand, who being tor ile kinde 
gether, did fet bpon our mea very deſperatly, inſomuch that of people 
Alonſo de Alburquei que with his men, was dꝛiuen to re⸗ 
tire, fo that they were no morc then foꝛtie, of p which ther 
was one llaine. g ot the others there were ſome hurt with 
their arrowes They had all of them hardly eſcaped, if ſo be 
that they had not retired, which was done not without great 
trouble. And pet he could not haue done ſo much ik the boys 
of the ſhips which remained in their boats, had:not fet fire 
to à Fawlton, {02 feare of the which, as fone as the fame 
was {hat of, the enimies aparted themſelues. By this time 
it was day light, at the which came thether Franciſco de 
Albuquerque, who whẽ he had knowledge what had paſt, 
commaunded to be thot of all the oꝛdinance that the boats 
tarried, which made the enimies to flie from the ſhoare.

nome dwell there. Thep doe trade in Coromandyll, Cei⸗ 
lan, in the Alands of Maldyua , Bengala, regu, camotie, 
The king of this countrie is Loꝛde ok a greate Ringe 
dome, wherin are manp great Cities and rich, which haue 
belonging vnto them lundꝛye godlye harbours, by reafon 
whereok his cuſtomes are great, and foz that tauſe they 
are riche of Treaſure, and are able to make a greate 
power ok men of warre, Which are for the molle 
parte men but ofipttle Mature .

a few with their Calaners ; which were there tarping foz 
him. And although thoſe with their calpuers, and the ree 
ſidue with their arrowes, ſhot of at our men, in ſuch maz 
ner that they fiemed fo ſhadow the Element, yet with the 
paueices of our boates, the which were made of boards of 
two fingers thicke, much like vnto Targets oꝛ ſhields, we 
did fo defend them ok, that they wer dꝛiuen to row toward 
the land, which was done fo2 that thoſe p wer there uid 
geue place, 5 our men might leap a land. Then p Captaine 
general cõmanded his oꝛdinance to be thot of, with p which 
they lept a land:howbeit, d enemies returned vpon them, ꝛ 
therin ſhewed théfelucs to be valiãt, foꝛ p (pace ofan houre. 
But atter ward they fled apace, & many of fhe in the conflict, 
at p pꝛelẽt wer both fain and hurt at our mens hands. But 
after that our man had fet fire to the towne, and the fame 
was well kindled, the captaine generail did retire, ¢ going 
toward the paſlage, in their way they toke and killed much 
cattell which they carryed with them: and although the 
people of the countrey did delend themſelues berx wel, vet 
our men being come to the paſſage of Cambalan, the Cay - 
mall ſent to make peace with the captaine generall, with a 
tertaine pꝛeſent, which he would not receiue, neither vet 
make peace with him, foꝛ that he was an enemie vnto the 
king of coching. Vhereupon the next dap after, the king 
of Calycut. ſent him woꝛdthat he would geue him the bat · 
tell, and allo that he was greatly offended that he had plas 
ced himſelfe where he did minds to enter. And moꝛcouer, it 
was tolde him that they did all affirme, that the kinge of 
Calycut was like to geue him the ouerthꝛowe and to take 
him pꝛiloner, oꝛ els to kill him in the battell.

Generali n neuer made any reckoning of ‘the nav of Calicut _ 
noꝛ ol his foꝛce, but fox al that did ouerrun the Countriese 
deſtroyed it, ſome there were of them that made a greate 
wonder thereat, x lapd that our God did fight foꝛ vs, wher⸗ 
vpon they loft all the hope they had koꝛ euer to gine vs the 
ouerthꝛowe, and from thence forth they had themlelues in 
no reputation, but rather were very ſoꝛie that it was their 
euill hap to come in the aide al the king ol calycut.
